There’s a story back of “The Miracle 
of Easter” (page 479), which leads off 
our Easter issue. Last year F. W. Krum- 
macher’s The Suffering Saviour was re- 
printed by Moody Press, and was re- 
ceived eagerly by Christian readers.

We hope that 
Sunday school teachers and Bible stu- 
dents, as well as students of current af- 
fairs, may find real profit from study- 
ing it.

Let the members 
of this selected group travel where they F 
will, consult such libraries as they like, & 
and employ every modern means of swift 
communication. Let them glean in the fF 
fields of geology, botany, astronomy, 
biology, and zoology, and then roam — 
at will wherever science has opened af 
way; let them take advantage of all 
the progress in art and in literature, in 
oratory and in history—let them use to 
the full every instrumentality that is 
employed in modern civilization; and | 
when they have exhausted every source, 
let them embody the results of their 
best intelligence in a book and offer it 
to the world as a substitute for this 
Bible of ours. Have they the confidence 
that the prophets of Baal had in their 
god? Will they try? If not, what excuse 
will they give? Has man so fallen from 
his high estate, that we cannot rightfully 
expect as much of him now as nineteen 
centuries ago? Or does the Bible come 
to us from a source that is higher than 
man?—William Jennings Bryan.

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We Preach Christ 


In the opinion of many Bible students 
Paul’s sermon to the Athenians on Mars 
) Hill (Acts 17:15-34) is a model sermon 
both from the standpoint of the message 
and the method of its presentation. 
While Paul was waiting in the city 
for Timothy and Silas, he did a bit of 
sight-seeing. But his heart was soon 
“stirred in him” at the sight of count- 
less idols—one at every corner and in 
Fevery cranny, it seemed. So he began 
to discuss the faith with both Jews and 
Greeks. Soon he was led to Mars Hill, 
the place of inquiry and dispute, to be 
heard publicly. 
Much can be learned from the tact- 
ful, gracious way in which Paul addressed 
/ his hearers, though it is partly obscured 
by our traditional translation. “Ye men 
‘of Athens,” he said in beginning, “I 
' perceive that in all things ye are very 
| religious.’ He wasn’t scolding. He was 
' looking for the most commendable thing 
jhe could say, and he used their zeal 
not to overlook any of the gods, as his 
‘springboard to preach to them the true 
/ God. In their extreme caution they had 
seven built an altar to “The Unknown 
» God.” Paul used it as his text. “Whom 
q therefore ye worship without knowing,” 
\ he said, “Him declare I unto you.” 
Then he proceeded to announce the 
' Christian message, and in doing so spoke 
of three things: the one God who is the 
Creator, the fact of a future righteous 
| judgment, and the Man Christ Jesus who 
was raised from the dead. At the men- 
tion of the resurrection, the meeting 
was broken up, many mocked, some 
weighed the matter in their minds, 
“howbeit certain men clave unto him.” 
; Such is the normal pattern whenever 
‘the gospel of the risen, living Lord 
Jesus is preached. Some turn away, but 
some believe. There are always “some” 
when we faithfully proclaim Him who 
is our Saviour and Lord. For, let there 
be no mistake, He is our message. We 
do not preach a dead Christ, but a liv- 
ing Saviour. If our preaching ignores 
the risen Christ it is not the gospel! 
Throughout the early era of the

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Church, as recorded in Acts, this was 
the apostles’ message. They preached 
the resurrection of Christ. “Resurrec- 
tion” and “life’ were the key words of 
their ministry. “Go, stand and speak in 
the temple to the people all the words 
of this life,’ the angel said to Peter 
(Acts 5:20). “Him whom ye have taken 
and crucified, God hath raised up... . 
Him hath God exalted with his right 
hand to be a Prince and a Saviour” 
(Acts 2:23, 24; 5:31). 

This is the message not only of Easter, 
but of every day—that Jesus Christ is 
alive, raised from the dead to be ex- 
alted at God’s right hand, now as 
Saviour, eventually as the Judge of all 
men. We preach Christ! Not His life, 
not primarily His death, but Himself, 
crucified but risen from the dead, alive 
forevermore. 


It’s Time to Grow 


America is growing, and with the 
growth will come increased opportunity 
and obligation to Christians. 

This is the story behind the birth 
rate, which hit a new all-time high in 
1947. Our prewar average was 2,200,000 
births, but last year 3,730,000 babies were 
born—more than 1,500,000 above our pre- 
vious norm. All in all the population 
of America has jumped 10,000,000 in the 
last few years. 

Most Americans don’t need statistics 
to confirm the fact. They already know 
it from crowded living conditions. The 
shortage of homes has never been more 
acute. 

And reliable sources indicate the prob- 
lem is not temporary. It will be with 
us for another ten years, because all the 
babies born last year will be growing up, 
and new babies will be born each year 
to keep our country expanding for some 
time to come. This means the housing 
shortage won’t ease up next fall, or 
next winter. There will be need 
for more and more homes for several 
years yet. 

And schools are in for their most 
congested conditions yet. You see, in 
1953 last year’s bumper crop of babies 
will be starting to grade school. And in 
1961 there will be an all-time high of 


boys and girls entering high school, and 
our colleges will feel the peak in 1965. 
This growing population means a new 


frontier—expansion in almost every line 


of business, enlargement of all our schools 
and institutions, and it faces the Chris- 
tian with the responsibility of prepar- 
ing for an influx. This is no time to 
retrench, or cut down. It is the time to 
plan ahead. For those who are attempt- 
ing to reach the children of America, 
it’s time to plan an enlarged program 
that will keep pace with the stork. 

For young people’s workers, it’s time 
to talk expansion, so that by 196] (if 
the Lord tarries) we shall be able to 
reach the record crowds of high school 
students. 

For college workers it’s time to expand 
with growing enrollments, which, instead 
of tapering back to normal after G.I. 
loans are all spent, will probably slack 
off temporarily and then shoot up to a 
peak in 1965. 

Is that far away? Not when it comes 
to making plans. If the work is to 
be done then, the plans must be laid 
now. It’s time to go all out—in view of 
our increasing population—-to more and 
bigger things for God. 


Latin American Literature 


On March 1 and 2 representatives 
of missionary societies and publishing 
houses will meet in Dayton, Ohio, for 
a Congress on Evangelical Missionary 
Literature, under the direction of Dr. 
Sidney Correll, editor of The Missionary 
Digest, who last year spent three months 
surveying Latin American needs. 

Dr. Correll reported after his tour of 
nine countries that “the most finely 
organized society working effectively in 
Latin America is the Seventh Day 
Adventists.” Of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
he wrote, “They are sweeping Latin 
America.” He attributes their success 
largely to the extensive colportage work 
maintained by these two groups, and 
deplores the lack of unity and aggres- 
siveness on the part of our evangelical 
forces. us 

There are signs that make the situa- 
tion critical. The literacy movement is 
making great headway south of the 
border. Literature of every sort is sold 
and resold, read and reread, until it 
literally falls to pieces. Latin America 
is going to school. They will read what- 
ever comes their way. This is the time 
to get them reading the Word of God. 

Furthermore, evangelicals enjoy greater 
favor than ever before. Dr. Correll be- 
lieves “the Roman Catholic Church has 
been challenged and effectively placed in 
a secondary position. . . . This religious 
system stands condemned in the eyes of 
their own people.” Roman Catholic 
leaders themselves have been frank to 
admit in recent years that the Church’s 
hold on the masses is only a nominal one. 
This is the time for evangelicals to 
strike. 

What’s wrong with what we are now 
doing? Dr. Correll found that despite 
valiant efforts by many missionaries, 
there is no overall strategy for all evan- 
gelicals. There is some literature avail- 
able, but many missionaries are com- 
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pletely unaware of its existence, and go 
on year after year losing opportunities 
to distribute it. The lack of evangelical 
bookstores was termed “tragic.” 
try after country has no evangelical 
bookstore whatever.” 

Regarding tracts, Correll says, “No 
work being done by the evangelical forces 
suffers greater criticism.” Many of the 
tracts sent out from the United States 
are “worthless.” They are written in 
“gringo Spanish,” their subject matter 
and viewpoint wholly foreign to Latins. 

Correll’s proposals: Publish tracts in 
Latin America as far as possible, written 
by capable Latin American nationals. 
Above all, recognize literature as a sepa- 
rate department of missions; send a new 
type of missionary devoted solely to the 
publication and distribution of suitable 
gospel literature through bookstores, col- 
portage, and co-operation wiih evangel- 
ical mission societies. 

These are some of the problems and 
proposals that will be thrashed over in 
Dayton. We urge sincere prayer sup- 
port for this strategic conference, and 
look to God for an intensified program 
that will bring salvation to many who 
are now in spiritual darkness. 

In June, the first Institute on Evan- 
gelical Missionary Literature will be held 
for two weeks in connection with the 
Wheaton College intersession, with Dr. 
Correll, and Dr. Charles Alan Clark, 
Presbyterian missionary to Korea, speak- 
ing. 


The Foundation of Morality 


One cannot reject the Bible, yet hope 
to maintain its morality. 

Recently an article appeared in the 
secular press discussing postwar morals. 
In it the assertion was made that 
“morality is far higher in Japan than 
Germany.” Germany, the home of 
the Protestant Reformation and much 
of evangelical progress! Japan, the 
“heathen” land of Shintoism to which 
we send our missionaries! And now 
we are told that Germany is lower 
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morally than Japan. If this situation 
is true, all we can say is, “How the 
mighty have fallen!” 

There was a time when Germany’s 
theological leaders began to doubt and 
question God’s revelation. Now that 
same unbelief, unarrested by the Spirit 
of God, has run on until a nation has 
been engulfed by its results. History 
has once again demonstrated that man 
cannot flout God’s authority in His Word 
and continue to enjoy His blessing. 

One of the reasons why some of us 
cannot be enthusiastic about certain 
developments in theology on the conti- 
nent, though these developments tend 
in the direction of orthodoxy, is that 
at their heart is the fundamental weak- 
ness of doubt and question regarding 
the Word of God (the divinely given 
Book—Genesis to Revelation). 

Religious leaders in America should 
take note of this recent history, and 
rectify their own unbelief or doubts. We 
cannot long enjoy the blessings of Chris- 
tian morality while undermining its basis 
in the Word of God. The object lesson 
is before us: repudiation of the truth 
may lead a nation to lower levels of 
morality than some heathen people. We 
can give no quarter to any minimizing 
of the veracity and authority of the 
Bible in its totality William Culbertson.

demption had been accomplished, it was 
then actually declared, by the authority 
of the Most High, to be perfected. There 
thenceforth remained to the highly fa- 
vored race of man nothing further than a 
never-ending hallelujah—‘Now unto him 
that is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think!” 

In these few words we see _ hastily 
sketched those truths which will consti- 
tute for a season the green pastures in 
which the Good Shepherd will feed our 
souls. Isaiah predicted that “the re- 
deemed of the Lord should come up to 
Zion with songs.” This prediction is ful- 
filled since the announcement, “The Lord 
is risen,” has resounded throughout the 
world. “He is really risen!” May it find 

ea full echo in our hearts! 

In the end of the sabbath, as it began 
to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre. And, 
behold, there was a great earthquake: 
for the angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back the 
stone from the door, and sat upon it. His 
countenance was like lightning, and his 
raiment white as snow: and for fear of 
him the keepers did shake, and became as 
dead men. .. Now when they were going, 
behold, some of the watch came into the 
city, and showed unto the chief priests all 
the things that were done. And when 
they were assembled with the elders, and 
had taken counsel, they gave large money

unto the soldiers, saying, Say ye, His dis- 
ciples came by night, and stole him away 
while we slept. And if this come to the 
governor’s ears, we will persuade him, 
and secure you. So they took the money, 
and did as they were taught: and this 
saying is commonly reported among the 
Jews until this day (Matt. 28:1-4, 11-15). 

How few and how simple are the words 
in which the story is conveyed to us. 
But they remind us of a fresco by a great 
artist, when, by a few bold and rapid 
strokes, to our astonishment we perceive 
the creation of an entire and animated 
painting. Yet no human art can.compete 
with the divine truthfulness of coloring 
which here strikes the eye. We at once 
see that we stand on the sure basis of 
historical fact. Let us with thoughtful 
spirits approach still nearer to the most 
exalted and consolatory fact in the 
world’s history, and consider the miracle, 
first, in its historical details; secondly, as 
to its perfect credibility; and lastly, as to 
its high and glorious import. 


A BEAUTIFUL Sunday morning 
here dawns, and scatters its pearls of 
dew on the springtide fiowers. The world 
still lies in deep slumbers, never dream- 
ing what a sun is about to rise upon the 
horizon of its life. But our Lord’s disci- 
ples and friends have not closed their 
eyes throughout the night; they have 
passed it in weeping and lamentation, 
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and partly in preparing to discharge the 
most painful service of love on their 
return to the garden, which they had 
left at the beginning of the Sabbath. 

In spirit we anticipate their arrival. 
A profound solemn stillness reigns al! 
around, broken only by the tread of the 
guards as they pace backward and for- 
ward before the tomb of the crucified 
Prince of Peace. The second night since 
Good Friday has passed without any dis- 
turbance. Apparently there is as little 
probability of a resurrection of the de- 
ceased as there is of an attack by the 
adherents and friends of the Crucified 
One. The grave lies mute and closed be- 
fore us; its seal remains unbroken. It 
would seem that the reign of the pre- 
tended new King of Zion was gone by 
forever. 

But what now! Suddenly the earth be- 
gins to tremble—the rocks are rent asun- 
der all around with fearful crash. Su- 
perhuman forms, bright as lightning, and 
in garments white as snow, glide down 
from the heights of heaven to the gar- 
den. They are holy angels, like those 
who appeared at our Lord’s nativity, and 
who came to minister to Him after His 
victory over the tempter in the desert. 
One of these gracious messengers ap- 
proaches the tomb, touches the mass of 
rock which held it closed, and in a mo- 
ment the seals are burst, the ponderous 
stone is rolled away, and from the opened 
portal of the grave there steps forth, 
radiant with heavenly glory, He who was 
dead! Behold, “He lives, and bears the 
keys both of hell and of death!” 

The guards, scarcely discern the Risen 
One. The dazzling robe of light which 
He wears hides Him from their bewil- 
dered sight. The only object they dis- 
tinctly see is the seraph form sitting in 
triumph on the rolled away stone, as if 
it were a throne of state. Then, with 
inexpressible consternation, trembling in 
every limb, they start up and hasten 
away to report to their superiors in Jeru- 
salem the unheard-of prodigy that had 
occurred. 

Into what excitement the whole city 
would have been thrown by.their report 
had not the noiseless calm of early dawn 
rested on its deserted streets! They only 
knock at the doors of the rulers, and we 
shall soon learn what was devised in that 
conclave to stifle the strange report in 
its birth. 

But the new life of the Risen One was 
mightier than all the craft and malignity 
of His adversaries, and escaped, as before 
from the grave, so now from the hold of 
falsehood within which they would fain 
have once more confined it. Though they 
contrived by the meanest expedient to 
stop the mouths of the living reporters, 
yet the dead arose as witnesses to the 
Easter miracle. Many of the pious dead, 
through whose bodies a flash of returning 
life had thrilled at the moment when the 
powerful Victor’s cry, “It is finished!” 
. resounded from’ the cross, came forth 
from the graves with the Prince of Life, 
awakened by His death-subduing power, 
“and went into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many” (Matt. 27:53). 


Wie DO WE say to this 


great and unique event? It must be un- 
derstood that we employ here a different 
standard from that of our limited every- 
day experience, a higher one that stands 
above the earthly order of nature. We 
find ourselves in the domain of miracles. 
That which is here presented to our field 
of vision comes direct from the power 
and majesty of the Most High. From the 
earthquake, the rending of rocks, and the 
visit of angels, down to the appointed 
place in which, as the evangelist John 
reminds us (John 28:7), the napkin and 
the linen clothes were seen, neatly

wrapped together, in the empty tomb— 
all are the immediate working of the 
omnipotence of the personal and living 
God, whose pleasure it was that through 
these tokens His only begotten Son 
should, after He had endured the igno- 
miny of the cross, be honored and glori- 
fied before the whole world. 

The greatest of all wonders, however, is 
the Risen One Himself. Who can com- 
prehend the change which suddenly had 
passed upon Him? Who can fathom the 
mystery of His glorified nature, of His 
new being? There He stands before us 
reunited to the body which, two days 
previously, He had left on the cross in- 
animate. It is the same body which we 
saw bleeding on the tree, and yet no 


longer the same. 

A spiritual change has likewise taken 
place in Him, of which His subsequen} 
appearances do not permit us for om 
moment to doubt. Where He present 
Himself, He does so as the result of , 
definite volition. Without this, His ney 
nature would have been veiled to mortal 
eyes. 

After He had assumed a glorious body, 
He ate and drank, but He did not dow 
for necessity, but, doubtless, in the same 
mysterious manner in which we saw Him, 
under the well-known title of “the Ange 
of the Lord,” together with His attend. 
ant angels, eat in the grove of Mamre, 
when the Lord appeared to Abraham. 

Let no one now ask where the Risen 
One obtained the mantle with which He 
appeared invested at His exit from the 
tomb. This question remains an open 
one for our shortsighted understandings, 
like that of the snow-white garments of 
the angels. Hardly were they the prod- 
uct of a loom worked by man. Nor let us 
inquire where the Lord afterward tar- 
ried when He did not manifest Himself 
to His disciples. We must ever remember 
that after His resurrection He had en- 
tered into the sphere of a higher nature, 
and, indeed, such a one that the earthly 
has nothing corresponding to place be- 
side it. 

Moreover, the other matters connected 
with the Easter marvel, which to our 
veiled eyes appear enigmatical, will not 


embarrass or disturb us in the least from 


the moment we hold the miracle itself 
to be, beyond all contradiction, a grand 
historical fact. That it is such a facet 
does not admit of one moment’s doubt 
when viewed apart from all prejudice. 


A: JERUSALEM, we find the 
high priests and elders already assembled 
before the first cockcrowing. The tidings 
brought by the watch have roused these 
terrified rulers from their beds like an 
alarm trumpet. It is true they are not all 
assembled. Nicodemus, Joseph of Arima- 
thea, and possibly some others likemind- 
ed, are absent. 

What measures must be employed now? 
If the rumor of what happened to the 
watch be spread, the last error will be 
worse than the first, and the Galilean 
has triumphed even after death. Good 
advice is not at hand, and in its stead 
they adopt an expedient every way bad. 
As at the private audience on the Friday 
morning they meanly practiced bribery, 
so now they employ the same means. The 
members of the council engage them- 
selves to pay large sums of money to the 
guards, on their solemn promise to spread 
the report among the people that during 
the night, and while they, the guards, 
were asleep, the disciples of the Nazarene 
came and stole away the body of their 
Master. 

But what if it should come to pass that 
the Dead should actually present Himself 
among the people? Well, even then, there 
remained this evasion, that He was only 
apparently dead when laid in the sepul- 
chre, and that by the employment of 
secret but effective means He had been 
recalled to life. 

But what if the governor be informed 
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of the bribery practiced? The members 
of the council took upon themselves the 
responsibility of pacifying him, and more- 
over, engaged so to manage matters that 
the guards should incur no punishment 
for their dastardly flight from the grave. 

Upon this, the guards took the wages 
of iniquity, and’ did as had been suggested 
to them. Since the Risen One did not 
again show Himself to the people, the 
story of the robbery of the tomb was, as 
the evangelist says, “commonly reported 
among the Jews,” and, indeed, Matthew 
adds, “until this day.” 

We may apply this expression to the 
present age, for not only do Jews, but 
with them there are likewise thousands 
of nominal Christians, who still concur 
in making the same “common report.” 
But the thought that Christ is actually 
risen from the dead is indeed so great, 
and attended with such exceedingly 
happy results, that we incur danger, as 
did the apostles of old, in not believing 
“for joy.” 

Nevertheless, it is impossible to deny 
the event of Eastertide without at the 
same time flying in the face of all his- 
tory, without accoutering oneself in 
triple brass to repel the most cogent 
proofs, without entirely renouncing all 
sound understanding, and without sti- 
fling and annihilating in oneself the last 
sparks of susceptibility for historical 
truth 

If it be certain that there ever lived a 
Roman emperor who bore the name of 
Augustus; or that a people existed called 
the Jews, who after they had crucified 
Christ, were scattered as chaff to the 
four winds of heaven; or that, once upon 
a time, the Dagon of the Philistines fell 


» before the Ark of the Covenant; or that 


the gods of Greece and Rome were hurled 
from their altars before the gospel of the 
publicans, the fishermen, and the tent- 
makers, we have still more conclusive 
evidence of that fact which, raised as it 
is immeasurably higher, above and be- 
yond all doubt, the whole Church on 
earth is wont to celebrate at Easter with 
sound of trumpets and song the miracle 
of the resurrection of Jesus. 

First of all, survey with me the far- 
reaching chain of unequivocal predic- 
tions which, link within link, stretches 
through the four thousand years prior to 
the appearance of Christ. Or will you 
dare deny that the ancient patriarchs of 
the human race, together with the entire 
Jewish nation, from their origin placed 
their hopes on a Messiah who would 
bring salvation, peace, and redemption to 
them, and to the whole human race? 
Indeed, were you to do so, every Jew 
would enter the lists against you, and 
would reproach you as both blind and 
stupid. 

Open the sacred records of that people, 
and fix your eye upon the sublime form 
of the Saviour which will present itself 
to you in almost every page. Learn in 
those sacred writings how, when and 
where “He who should come” was to 
appear. Behold Him in the representa- 
tions of prophecy, as if He were already 
Incarnate, walking, acting, doing signs 
and wonders. 

Behold Him, further, in that mirror 
tejected by His own people, numbered 
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among the transgressors; behold Him 
suffer, bleed, and die, and hear the 
prophet’s explanation of it— “for our 
transgressions, for our iniquities.” 

Observe, further, how in the great pro- 
phetic vision, after He has given up His 
life as a sacrifice, has been “taken from 
judgment,” released from death, He is at 
length crowned with honor and glory, 
and raised to be the foundation and cor- 
nerstone of a new kingdom, the kingdom 
of grace; how He then,“should prolong 
His days,’ and how “the pleasure of the 
Lord should prosper in His hands.” 

Then take up the New Testament, and 
read first the four Gospels. What do you 
discover there? A man is born into the 
world at the precise time, at the fixed 
spot, and of the very family in which, 
according to prophecy, the Messiah 
should be born. This man, who thus 
appeared publicly, declares Himself to be 
“He of whom Moses and the prophets 
spake.” 

He accomplishes all the works and 
wonders of the prophetic type. He corre- 
sponds in every feature with the Mes- 
siah of the Old Testament. He becomes 
the Lamb that bears the sin of the world. 
He says that He is foreordained to suffer 
and.to die; that He shall not, however, 
remain in death, but shall rise again on 
the third day. And He suffers, sheds His 
blood, and dies, and—‘“does not rise 
again!” That were inconceivable, more 
so even than if the trunk of a sound 
tree, which is in the course of progres- 
sive development, should suddenly be ar- 
rested in its growth and remain a stunt- 
ed stem, without any head growth or 
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crown at all. 

The connection of prophecy and its 
fulfillment, as well as the gradually pro- 
gressive course of the consecrated, sinless 
life of the incomparable personage of 
whom we speak, demanded a resurrection 
from the dead as an absolute necessity. 
If this had not followed, the life of Christ 
would have been the most insoluble rid- 
dle in the whole history of the world. It 
would have been like a building framed 
in all its parts most carefully and per- 
fectly, but in which the keystone had 
been most unaccountably omitted; or like 
a painting, executed with marvelous abil- 
ity, but from which the hand of the artist 
was removed just before its completion. 

If Scripture did not aver anything con- 
cerning the resurrection of Jesus, the 
assertion that part of the gospel must 
have been lost would be perfectly reason- 
able and warranted. The resurrection of 
Christ thus presents itself as the indis- 
putable sequence of His existence and 
life up to the time of His death.

SAINT PATRICK 
Goes to 2. onfession

Falsehood and superstition have distorted 


the life of Ireland’s great evangelical missionary, 


but here he speaks out for himself. 


IME and historians have combined 
to distort the records concerning 
the life and character of Patrick, 
humble, zealous missionary to the 
Irish. He has become a symbol for 
all that is Irish—although the records 
reveal that he did not possess a drop of 
Irish blood. He has been claimed and 
sainted by the Roman Church, with which 
he had no proved relationship. He is said 
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to have vanquished the snakes of. the 
Emerald Isle, as well as doing a host of 
other pointless and impossible things, 
about which valid history has nothing 
to say. 

These legendary voices have drowned 
out the thrilling story of Christianity’s 
entrance into Ireland and its phenomenal 
growth under Patrick, a great and judi- 
cious missionary pioneer—perhaps second 


only to Paul of Tarsus. Superstition has 
had the floor long enough—it is time we 
allowed Patrick to speak for himself and 
for the Irish Church which he established. 

There are two primary _historica] 
sources regarding Patrick: his Confession 
and his Letter to Coroticus, a pagan 
British king who had raided the Irish 
coast and taken some Christians captive, 
The Confession is the more significant of 
the two. In it one meets the real Pat- 
rick, devoid of the superstitions with 
which later medievalists of Rome have 
sought to encircle him. He is charmingly 
frank, naive, wholesome, and above all, 
spiritual. He seems like one of us, with 
a twinkle in his eye as well as a prayer 
in his heart. 

He described himself as: “Patrick the 
sinner .. . the illiterate [rusticus] .. 
I knew not the true God .. . The Lord 
opened the understanding of my unbelief 
... I was not worthy ... Love of God 
and fear of Him increased more and 
more... by the help of God, so it came 
to pass ... because of His indwelling 
Spirit who hath worked in me until this 
day ... Let who will laugh and insult 
... but though I be rude in all things... 
I baptized so many thousands of men 

. or when the Lord ordained clergy 
everywhere by means of my mediocrity 
... The Lord is mighty to grant to me 
afterward to be myself spent for your 
souls.” 


Without any doubt, the Confession of 


Patrick is one of the world’s choicest 
gems of autobiographical writing. Most 
of the translations are in prose, but there 
is a lovely version in blank verse by Sir 
Samuel Ferguson. It should be available 
to the Christian public, for it ranks, in 
my opinion, with classics such as & Kem- 
pis, Madame Guyon, Fenelon, Brother 
Lawrence, and Bunyan. 

The Lorica, or Hymn of Patrick, orig- 
inally written in Latin, is one of the 
loveliest bits of Christian poetry we have, 
The occasion of its writing was the time 
of Loegaire’s plot to keep Patrick from 
going to Tara to “sow the faith.” It was 
to be a corselet of faith for the protection 
of body and soul against devils, human 
beings, and vices. Although the spirit of 
the poem might be construed as selfish, 
when one remembers the purpose +o 
which his life was devoted, the egoism is 
effaced. But, as always, a superstition 
arose, and his followers began ‘to say that 
once, when Patrick chanted this hymn, 
he was changed into a deer, thereby 
escaping King Loegaire’s persecution. 
Therefore the poem is known also as 
The Deer’s Cry. 

In addition to Patrick’s own writings 
there is the valuable Book of Armagh, 
which contains the most accurate of the 
“Lives” of Patrick. The Hymn of Sech- 
nall, composed by a contemporary, speaks 
in praise of the apostle of the Irish, as 
though he were alive at the time, and has 
no references to miracles. Most of the 
superstitions and legends are found in 
the seven ancient “Lives,” assembled and 


Dr. Edman, president of Wheaton College, is on 4 
year’s leave of absence while preparing a textbook 
on the history of foreign missions.

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published in 1647 by John Colgan, under 
the title, Trias Thaumaturga, which is 
yalueless as exact history. 


Pp ATRICK, according to his 
Confession, was a Briton—not an Irish- 
man—born in Dumbarton on the Clyde, 
in the south of Scotland, about the year 
AD. 389. His knowledge of the gospel 
came through his Christian father and 
a grandfather, who was a “presbyter.” 
Christianity had come to Britain by way 
of the Christian merchants and soldiers 
of Imperial Rome. 

At the age of sixteen, Patrick was cap- 
tured by some Irish raiders and carried 
as a prisoner to Ireland, where he was 
sold as a Slave. In that hard service he 
came to the knowledge of Christ as his 
own personal Saviour, and after seven 
years was led of God to escape from 
servitude and to return to his people in 
Britain. 

No doubt he had learned the language 
of his captors and observed the conditions 
of the Irish without the gospel of Christ. 
It was, therefore, evidence of the wisdom 
of God when, after several years in 
Britain, he received a clear and personal 
“Macedonian call” from the Lord of the 
harvest to preach the gospel in the land 
of his former captivity. Patrick described 
his call: 

“And there verily I saw in the night 
visions a@ man whose name was Vic- 
toricus, coming as it were from Ireland 
with countless letters. And he gave me 
one of them, and I read the beginning of 
the letter, which was entitled, ‘The Voice 
of the Irish’; and while I was reading 
aloud the beginning of the letter, I 
thought that at that very moment I heard 
the voice of them who lived beside the 
wood of Foclut which is nigh unto the 
western sea. And thus they cried, as with 
one mouth, ‘We beseech thee, holy youth, 
to come and walk among us once more.’ 

“And I was exceedingly broken in heart, 
and could read no further. And so I 
awoke. Thanks be to God that after very 
many years the Lord granted to them 
according to their cry.” 

Young Patrick had the same problem 
of fond relatives who wanted to keep him 
in his homeland as any missionary can- 
didate today. He wrote of his kindred 
who “besought me that at all events now, 
aiter the great tribulations which I had 
undergone, I would not depart from them 
anywhither.” Others criticized him be- 
hind his back: “Why does this fellow 
thrust himself into danger amongst hos- 
tile people who know not God?” But he 
had heard the Lord’s voice within his 
soul: “He who laid down His life for 
thee, He it is who speaketh in thee,” and 
he obeyed, devoting the remainder of his 
life to the evangelization of Ireland. 


P ATRICK’S mission field. was 
wild and primitive, its extensive forests 
abounding in red deer, wild boar, and 
packs of wolves that ravaged the flocks 
of the small pastoral population. 

The pagan Irish were animists, wor- 
shiping sacred trees, wells, stones, weap- 
ons, and believing in earth spirits who 
inhabited sacred places, and entered 
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largely into the life of mor- 
tals. They worshiped idols, 
and practiced child sacrifice 
in order to appease the gods 
and to secure good harvests. 
Their priests were Druids, 
supposedly gifted with super- 
natural powers. 

To such an Ireland Patrick 
came in the early fifth cen- 
tury to preach to his former 
captors the story of the cross. 
His success was phenomenal. 
A Christian revolution, un- 


The Storm Thrush

(A bird of the thrush family, found in the 
south of Ireland, is called the storm thrush 
from its peculiar love of storms. In the wildest 
storm of rain and wind, it betakes itself to the 
very topmost twig of the highest tree and there 
pours out its beautiful song, its frail perch 
swaying in the wind.) 


There’s a sweet little bird in a far-off isle, 


paralleled in that it was ef- 
fected without bloodshed, 
took place in Ireland in the 
space of a few years. Kings 
and princes, their children 
and subjects, chiefs, and even 
proud Druids and Bards laid 
their superstitions and vari- 
ances at the foot of the cross 
under the preaching of one 
humble but zealous mission- 
ary, until all Ireland was 
reached. 

Patrick, like Paul, had the 
“mighty ordination of the 
nail-pierced hands.” He was 
simply a British Christian— 
not a Romanist as that term 
is understood today. The 
bishop of Rome in that day 
was recognized as one of the 
many leaders of the Church, 
without the prerogatives later 
ascribed to his office. 


The isle where the shamrocks grow; 
Of all the birds in that dear old land, 
He’s the dearest that I know. 
He is dressed in a suit of sober brown, 
And a speckled breast has he; 


But his eye is bright and his voice is tuned 


To heaven’s own minstrelsy. 


He sits and sings when the sun shines bright 


To his mate in her downy nest; 
But the topmost twig of the tallest tree 
Is the place where he sings the best! 


When the rains pour down and the floods are out, 


And the wild winds rage and roar, 


Then clear and high, o’er the shrieking gale, 


The storm thrush sings the more. 


That frail little bird on the swaying twig, 
As his clear voice pierced the gales, 


Dropped a message sweet at my faltering feet 


Of a love that never fails; 


Though many a storm has crossed my life, 


And many a grief and fear, 
Yet with heart and voice did I rejoice, 
For my Lord was always near. 


Again legend has taken lib- 
erty with the apostle to Ire- 
land. A scribe of the ninth 
century, named Ferdomach, 
was the first to whisper that 
Patrick, of the fifth century 
was ordained in Rome by 
Bishop Celestine. And writers 
of later “Lives” of Patrick 
became increasingly sure of 
it. They finally developed 
and voiced loudly the “facts” 
of the case: Patrick, by pious 
fraud (considered no sacri- 
lege to the medieval author), had car- 
ried away a great quantity of relics of 
the apostles and martyrs, and even a 
towel stained with the Lord’s blood—not 
to mention some hair from the Virgin 
Mary! 

But enough of historical “blackmail”! 
Let ‘us allow him to speak for himself. 
The self-revealed Patrick was a Bible- 
reading, Bible-believing, Bible-preaching 
missionary. The Confession and the Let- 
ter overflow with references to Scripture, 
but never mention the Virgin Mary, the 
Eucharist, or relics and holy places. His 
intimate acquaintance with the Bible 
stands in sharp contrast to the growing 
ignorance of its contents as evidenced 
in the “Lives.” And for centuries after 
him the Irish Church held aloft the light 
of the gospel in contrast to the tradi- 
tions and superstitions of the Church of 
Rome.

grew, “the spirit was moved, so that in 
one day as many as a hundred prayers, 
and at night nearly as many” came from 
his heart. He would stay all night in the 
woods and on the mountain, arousing 
himself before daybreak to pray, whether 
in snow, frost, or rain. He testified in his 
Confession, “I felt no hurt; nor was there 
any sluggishness in me—as I now see, be- 
cause then the spirit was fervent within 
me.” 

Once when taunted by heathen com- 
panions that God had left them to starve, 
he prayed, and “a herd of swine appeared 
in the way before our eyes...” (One 
wonders if such faith and prayer could 
not cause the snakes of Ireland to take 
to the sea—if Patrick felt the need for 
their banishment!) 

“Saint” Patrick was a man of per- 
suasion. Deeply taught in the Scriptures, 
he formulated a brief, clear statement of 
his faith which would pass the scrutiny 
of the most exacting fundamentalist. 

But pre-eminently Patrick was a mis- 
sionary, and demonstrated sound prin- 
ciples of missionary statesmanship. He

The launching of missionaries involves far more than the flutter of a handkerchief in the breeze. 
After they have been accepted by a mission board, there are endless details and problems which lie 
between them and their “Promised Land,” some predictable—others not. In these pictures we follow 
the story of one missionary trio, Eugene and Cleo Evans and their five-month-old daughter, 
Gene Joanne. Gene and Cleo have recently been appointed by the Christian and Missionary Alliance 





to work at Labrang, Kansu, China, on the Tibetan border. 





A missionary cannot avoid dependence— 
first upon the Lord; then upon his local 
church, of which he is a product. Its 
spiritual life is reflected in him, and 
his material support often comes from 
the local church. Young missionaries, 
before they have been out for the first 
time, cannot tell about any spectacular 
experiences on the mission field, but they 
can tell how God called them—and that’s 
what people want to hear. In this pic- 
ture, the Evanses say their good-bys to 
friends in a small church. 
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Mission boards usually provide a list of 
things one should take to the field, and 
finance the shipping of about one hun- 
dred cubic feet per ticket. (It pays 
to be a good packer!) Married or not, 
one should select his outfit with a home 
in view. Equipment varies with the 
country. Primitive areas demand most— 
sometimes supplies for a whole term. 
Missionaries are advised to bring shoes 
for the entire period. Some countries 
require a certain amount of food. One 
must keep up to date on new laws.

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Gene and Cleo could not help noticing the predominance 
of Catholic priests going through customs.

Shipping is one of the most difficult problems. For 
a while it was necessary to charter whole ships 
for missionaries, but there is more private shipping 
now. There is a need for someone to make a business 
of looking out for missionary transportation. Reserva- 
tions are often cancelled. (One will be summoned to 
San Francisco posthaste, and the next word he 
hears is that the ship is leaving New York.) In order 

to avoid “missing the boat,” missions often apply to 
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passengers very attentive. 


A necessary routine of ocean travel is 
boat drill. At a whistle, the passenger 
Tuns to his cabin, dons a life preserver, 
and lines up by the boat whose num- 
ber is posted in his cabin. The Adder 
struck bad weather the second day out. 
Thirty-five feet of reinforced steel bow

The Evanses’ ship, the Marine Adder, a former troop 
transport, left November 21, 1947. Three mighty 
blasts of her whistle, the shore lines were pulled in, 
and two agitated little tugs pushed her ‘Sinto the 
bay. Above the din of the harbor, the shouting of 
the stevedores, band music, and announcements,’ 
friends could be heard singing from the shore. 
With tightening throats, the missionaries waved 
good-by and saw the landmarks disappear one 
by one until there was no sign of life except 
for a squadron of gulls, escorting the vessel to 
sea. Then they turned their attention to fellow 
passengers, representing numerous nationalities, 
levels of society, and occupations. There were 
Franciscans from Italy, Roman Catholic priests 
from Chicago, Jesuits from Czechoslovakia, and 
Daughters of Mary from France. 


Protestant missionaries, numbering more than 
forty, represented various boards: 
Inland Mission, Christian and Missionary Alli- 
Presbyterian, Reformed 
Presbyterian, Scandinavian Alliance, Seventh- 
Day Adventist, and World-Wide Evangeliza- 
tion Crusade. A missionary in transit can 
find a ready mission field before he ever 
reaches land. The captain of a ship gives per- 
mission to hold services in the main salon, or 
may even invite someone to preach on Sunday. 
Missionaries on this voyage engaged in ex- 
tensive personal work, conducted daily chil- 
dren’s services and hymn sings, finding

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The first sight of China was Hong Kong, 
then along the coast and up the Whang- 
poo River to Shanghai, where the Evanses 
first set foot on Chinese soil. 

In the unloading process, the mission- 
ary who has crated his baggage substan- 
tially is glad—the other, sad. For both 
loading and unloading, goods are piled 
in the center of a huge net, and crushed 
together as a crane lifts them. Sometimes 
the baggage is unloaded into small ships, 
called lighters, demanding double han- 
dling. While unloading, the lighter and 








the ship both rock, and sometimes the load is 
dunked in the harbor before reaching the lighter. 
In addition, customs may require several days, 
and when the missionary goes to claim his 
goods, he may find that they have been pil- 
fered. If the baggage did not come on the same 
ship as the missionary, it may be a year before 
they get together again. It pays to take the 
indispensables with you! 

Procedure in landing differs with the country, 
but one duty is certain: that of reporting to the 
American consul at the earliest opportunity. Then 
new impressions come: sights, smells, sounds, and 
tremendous crowds of people. Frequent errors arise 
from ignorance of the language. People may appear 
to be fighting when they wave their arms fran- 
tically, but it is just their way of explaining! 
New problems arise: inflation, political unrest, uncer- 
tainties in travel, adjustments in living, weeks and doing t 
months of loneliness, the Herculean task of mastering iiay 
a new language, as well as facing Satanic opposition. Wher 
Fortunately, there are usually experienced missionaries 
to help in adjustments, and the new recruit is released aiien 
from practically every responsibility except language pc a 
study the first year. The last two pictures show a life tk 
Chinese gospel service which the Evanses attended weighec 
soon after landing, and the new missionaries being ha te 
entertained in the Pao home. 

But there’s much more to be said on the launching 
of a missionary.

plain responsibility?

“A few months ago I was in bed for 
about two weeks, unable to do anything 
but read and think,” Mr. Bishop writes 
from Zinder, Niger Colony, French West 
Africa, where he serves under the Sudan 
Interior Mission. “The Lord laid this 
matter on my heart to write. It arose 
from a burden to see more men out here 
on the mission fields.” 


EN—eleven men heard Jesus 
give His great missionary com- 
mission. And yet women, and 
not men, at the astounding 
ratio of five to one, are largely 

doing the work of world evangelization 
today. 

When I came to Africa three years ago, 
I was impressed with this unnatural sit- 
uation. And since I have been here and 
seen and experienced actual missionary 
life, the scarcity of young men has 
weighed heavily upon me. 

As far as I know, the situation is the 
same in every mission. A recent letter 
from a friend in India told of problems 
as to how to “man” their stations—and 
I believe he was speaking of “man” as 
opposed to “woman,” for six new young 
women had just arrived to study the lan- 
guage, making their forces lean heavily 
to the feminine side. 

Single girls take tools with them when 
they go to the mission field. They are 
acquainted with the ratio of men and 
women, and go prepared to do their own 
Tepairs. Recently I heard from a young 
missionary to Alaska, who wrote, “With 
oil and wood supplies for winter, and all 
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the repairs and upkeep on the property, 
one gets pretty strong and adept with the 
saw and hammer, and paint brush.” 
But are such jobs for girls? I don’t 
know how two or three girls could pos- 
sibly take care of my particular station. 
These native people have no tools, but a 
few hand implements for farming, scis- 
sors, pliers, and hammer. Ask one to saw 
a board for you, and you'll have plenty 
of planing to straighten up the mess! 
But being in charge of repairs on mis- 
sion stations is not the hardest thing 
single girls have to face. They spend 
from two to six weeks at a time on trek 
in Africa, away from the comparative 
comforts of their base stations, walking 
miles up and down stony bush paths to 
get to the people, preaching and teaching 
everywhere—hbesides pulling teeth, treat- 
ing lepers, treating horrible suppurating 
ulcers, and giving injections. Trekking in 
Africa isn’t a picnic for men—but women 
are doing it because there are so few men. 


[_ the physical, there is 
emotional shock which young women 
must take. Probably no one will ever 















know the vile things women missionaries 
have to hear as they seek to preach Christ 
to these depraved Moslems and pagans. 
My wife has told me about the filth she 
has had to hear from men whose thoughts 
are only evil continually. We know what 
they must look upon—and it’s really not 
very nice, men. 

One time a devil worshiper, club in 
hand, rushed at my wife in a hut where 
she was visiting, as if he were going to 
beat her brains out. You needn’t tell me 
that wouldn’t jar a woman emotionally! 
But the women stay, despite the vileness 
of the scene, because they are needed. 
Men are only trickling out. 

Even from the native’s point of view, 
the work which single women must do 
does not appear proper. A young woman, 
accompanied, of course, by a native evan- 
gelist, preaches the Word in a town never 
before reached. What must the natives 
think of her? What can they think? 
“Where are your men? Don’t you have 
any men to preach your religion? Do you 
expect us to believe you’re still a virgin— 
at your age?” (Here, if a man wants a 
pure wife, he marries a girl from ten to 
thirteen years of age.) But pioneer work 
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must go on, and the women‘do the men’s 
job. 
Men, you pride yourselves on your su- 
nerior ability to make sound decisions. 

tthe mission station, natives of different 

ibes are often brought together—natives 
who are very adept at getting into argu- 

ents. At the drop of a hat, they are at 
it, with words and blows. The mis- 
jonary’s place is to get between the dis- 
senting parties and settle the problem by 
palaver, the object of which is to see that 
everyone is happy. Acting as arbiter re- 
quires the wisdom of Solomon, I assure 
you, and sometimes takes a long time. 
You wouldn’t like to see a woman do it— 
would you, men? But they do it. 

God made woman the weaker sex, per- 
haps for the purpose of bringing out 
man’s nobility. Yet physically, emotion- 
ally, and mentally, women are doing jobs 
on the mission fields which are not theirs 
by nature, and they don’t do them be- 
cause they especially like the jobs. Most 
of them know it will mean foregoing for 
the Lord the joy of married life, a home, 
and children. But they have heard 
Christ’s command and recognize their ob- 
ligation to fulfill it—regardless of cost. 
Have men any more right to hold their 
lives dear unto themselves than women? 


As I LEFT HOME for Moody 

Bible Institute, I had visions of some day 
standing in the pulpit of a fine, large 
church and swaying multitudes. Missions 
never entered my mind. I didn’t give God 
a chance—didn’t even attend the prayer 
groups of the Missionary Union for sev- 
eral semesters, where I would have be- 
come acquainted with the needs and tri- 
umphs of the world’s mission fields. I 
felt no need for it—I was in the Pastors 
Course! And I believe 98 per cent of the 
others in that course felt the same way. 
After God opened my eyes, I began to 
attend the meetings of the Missionary 
Union—almost a one-man gang, as far 
as the Pastors Course men were con- 


cerned. I was appointed to the Moslem 
World Prayer Band, and began to thumb 
through books and magazines in the 
library for fresh news on Moslem work. 
Frankly, I had never before been even 
slightly interested in the 250 million Mo- 
hammedans in the world. The very word 
“Moslem” was repugnant to me. Bui I 
began to be interested as I read about 
them. Then my interest turned to a love 
engendered by the Holy Spirit, and before 
lIcng I was surrendering my heart, life, 
plans, all, to God, asking Him to send 
me to the Moslems. 

Men, do you honestly believe God calls 
only 20 per cent of the male students to 
serve Him on the mission field and 80 
per cent to serve Him in the homeland? 
Be honest. And do you think it is God’s 
will to have five women to every man in 
the place where the work is the hardest? 
You pride yourselves on being the 
stronger sex, but what are you doing with 
your strength? Women are doing your 
work out here while you 80 per cent pre- 
pare for your pastorates. 


D lie WONDERING why you 
don't come. I think pride is one reason. 
You think the better training a man has, 
the less likely it is that his place is on 
the mission field among ignorant, illit- 
erate pagans. The man who has gradu- 
ated from a Christian college, seminary, 
or university is inclined to let the Bible 
school grads take the responsibility for 
the mission field. 

Let me tell you from my own experience 
that you are wrong. However well trained 
you are, men, God’s work on any mission 
field will challenge the best that’s in you. 
In fact, it will take more than you re- 
ceived in any school. 

You will find it is a job bigger than 
you are, and that you will have to start 
developing the spiritual part of your life, 
perhaps neglected while learning other 
things. You will find yourself in an ad- 
venture with God, more thrilling and

Labor on the foreign field will test you 
tenfold more in every way than work at 
home. Give God the best you have, and 
all you have, for service in the hardest 
place to which He may send you. It ac- 
tually is harder to win souls here than at 
home. It is harder to build your converts 
up in the faith. (Here, for instance, in 
practically every case, we have to teach 
our converts to read before they can get 
nourishment from the Word themselves.) 
Why not let God use your trained mind 
and Spirit-filled life in the harder place? 

I have been thrilled many a time by 
the hunger of the common people for the 
gospel. They can’t read or write their 
own names, but they clamor to know the

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Byrn surmounts a ridge some thirty-three miles east 
of the Mediterranean, about two thousand five hundred 
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feet above sea level, and is the Holy City of Jews, Christians, 
and Mohammedans. Today, as often before, it finds the inter- 
est of the world converging upon it. 

Since King David built this city along the brook of Kidron 
(3), it has been the center of Jewish history. The crucifixion 
and resurrection of Christ make it the focus of historical in- 
terest for Christians, and the Mohammedans have built their 
own mosque on the site of Solomon’s temple, since conquering 
the city in the seventh century. 

Historic places are still evident in modern Jerusalem, as this 
latest map shows, though the city has far outgrown the old 
walls and is still spreading to the west and north. Visitors 
will find the Pool of Bethesda (1), and the Mount of Olives (2), 
where Jesus often retired to pray. The Pool of Siloam is south 
of the wall (4). At the Wailing Wall (5), Jews still lament 
the loss of their temple and national home. 

Christ’s triumphal entry was probably made through what 
is now Golden Gate (6). Tradition suggests that He observed 
the Last Supper at the present Coenaculum (7). From Geth- 
semane (8), He was led to the house of Caiaphas (dubiously 
placed at 9), thence to the palace of Herod (10) to stand trial 
before Pilate. Tradition has always placed the crucifixion at 
the site where the Church of the Holy Sepulchre (11) now 
stands, but in recent years General Gordon has argued incon- 
clusively for another site for the death and burial of our 
Lord (12).

ost people, Christians and non- 

Christians alike, misconceive 

the underlying philosophy of 

God’s dealings with men. We 
are too human in our view of life. We 
somehow think God should see things as 
we do, rather than that we should adopt 
God’s viewpoint. 

We are too individualistic; we expect 
separate and special consideration, based 
on personal merit—presuming that we 
have such. Failing to realize that we 
are a part of.a sinful race, we are apt to 
ask, perhaps resentfully, “Why does 
everybody—including me, good as I am— 
need to be saved?” We are then ill- 
prepared for the marvel wrapped up in 
the further question, “How can anybody 
be saved?” 


The answer is in a thoroughly repre- 
sentative principle God uses in dealing 
with the problem of sin. That principle 
is voiced in the one word identification. 
It finds its simplest scriptural statement 
in I Corinthians 15:22. Here we are told 
that “in Adam all die.” All—no excep- 
tions—and merely by virtue of relation- 
ship to one representative man. But, 
thank God, “in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” All in Christ, alive by virtue of 
relationship to another representative 
Man. 


The principle is so clearly stated and 


Dr. Harrison is widely known through his books 
and through years of Bible teaching. Another ar- 
ticle from his pen will appear soon, ‘‘The Christian 
Life, a Life of Separation.”’ “Instead of raking peo- 
ple over the coals for worldliness,” he explains, “‘we 
should point out to them that from the very nature 
of the life we have in Christ, separation to Him is 
the only way a truly Christian life can be lived.” 
Look for this second article in an early issue. 
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so understandable that no one should 
miss it. It is illustrated in the historic 
encounter of the Philistines and the Is- 
raelites. The former were represented by 
Goliath the giant; the latter finally found 
a champion in David. None of the peo- 
ple had anything to do with the outcome. 
As it went with Goliath, so it went with 
all the Philistines. As it went with Da- 
vid, so it went with all the Israelites. 
When David was victor, they were vic- 
tors. No one thought he must go out and 
fight. Because David lived, they all lived. 


So is it with everybody in the world at 
this moment. God sees everyone in 
Adam—by natural birth, or in Christ— 
by spiritual birth. The result is either 
no standing with God, or a perfect stand- 
ing. 

Identified with Adam 

For many years I have taught Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans (and with some 
degree of success in making its deep 
truths understandable to hearts), but 
only recently have I discovered the sim- 
ple key that unlocks the great doctrinal 
treasures of chapters 1 to 8. These eight 
chapters are the cathedral of Christi- 
anity’s creed; yet one word embraces and 
elucidates every doctrine—the word iden- 
tification. 

In the first two and a half chapters 
God arraigns the whole human race, 
charging that race with defection from 
Him, and with a resultant debasing of 
the life He bestowed. This charge is 
leveled at both Gentile and Jew. The 
Gentile may think of himself as exempt 
from the charge by virtue of a civiliza- 
tion, an education that lifts him above 


the level of the pagan. The Jew makg 
his religion the basis for his plea fg 
exemption. 

But God brushes aside every such claim 
by stating, with solemn finality, “tha 
they are all under sin” (Rom. 3:9). The 
recital that follows makes interesting 
reading: “There is none righteous, no, 
not one. ... They are all gone out of 
the way ... there is none that doét, 
good, no, not one” (vv. 10-12). 

“But,” one remonstrates, “there’s Mrs, 
A——-; she’s such a lovely woman. There's 
Mr. B——; he’s such an upright man.” 
True, my friend, from your viewpoint; 
but from God’s—they are all members of 
the human race, all in Adam, all under 
sin. God sees in their every word and 
action a reminder of what took place in

the Garden of Eden—just members of a 
race gone away from Him (read wv. 13- 
18). So His pronouncement makes no 
exception \‘hatever; rather, its purpose 
is “that every mouth may be stopped, 
and all the world may become guilty be- 
fore God” (v. 19). 

Goodness has nothing to do with it. 
Because we were born into the human 
race we are in Adam. We need a new 


classification and this comes only by be- ‘ 


ing born into the family of God. 


Identified with Christ 


The most thrilling adventure of all his- 
tory now unfolds to us. God having 
condemned the whole human race, 4 
mighty moral chasm existed between 
Himself and man. God could not change 
His position; man was unable to change 
his. What could God do? He determined 
on three steps—steps that would lift man 
to a higher level than he ever had known 
before. Here they are: 

He became identified with us in flesh 
and blood. He would bridge the chasm, 
He Himself would be the bridge. He 
would become man—a second Adam, 
standing for us. He entered the human 
race, the very race He had condemned, 
thus to be one of us and receive upon 
Himself the judgment pronounced 
against us. 

Could He succeed in doing it? A long, 
weary road stretched before Him. At 
every step of the way He must refuse 
His own will, His own pleasure, all self- 
seeking. As our David, to win in this 
conflict He could know no pride, no self- 
aggrandizement, until, sinless, He was 
on the cross, condemned as the one who 
stood for us, victorious as our victor. 

What is Calvary? God ih heaven con- 
demning God in flesh and blood—the 
God who dared to be our representative 
man.

that might makes right. Why should 
we wait until later to begin planting 
in our children the seeds of truth and 
knowledge of God? 

Can they understand? It is’ amazing 
how much our three- and four-year-olds 
can comprehend if our stories are brief 
and colorful. They don’t seem to be 
listening? We adult “sobersides” tend 
to think children are not listening unless 
they sit with folded hands and rapt 
expressions. Children aren’t like that. 
They can turn, twist, squirm, wiggle, 
and still absorb and remember. They 
listen as they do everything else— 
actively. 

Does such teaching require a course 
in child psychology? No more than you 
apply the first time you try to get baby 
to eat a new food. You practically paint 
the high chair with spinach before the 
first bite goes down that obstinate little 
throat. You grow discouraged and exas- 
perated, and sometimes are tempted to 
let baby take it or leave it.

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JOSHUA—chapter four

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God opens a way for His people through the

N CHAPTER 3 attention was focused on 
the ark of the covenant. In chapter 4 
attention is directed for the most part 
to two groups of stones—twelve in 

each group. 

Nothing was said about them until all 


' the people had passed over Jordan. Then 
ow theyf, the twelve men who had been chosen 
' beforehand were directed to take up 


' twelve stones “out of the midst of Jor- 


dan, out of the place where the priests’ 
feet stood firm.” Those twelve men 


‘inate ap Were representative (vv. 4,5) and so were 


; the stones. 


That being so, the transfer 
of these stones to Gilgal is significant. 

Previous to this they lay there in the 
place of death, buried beneath the rage 
ing waters of the Jordan. As such they 
represent those who are dead in tres- 
passes and in sins. It was the bringing 
of the ark into Jordan that led to their 
discovery when the river was driven back 
“at the presence of the God of Jacob” 
(Ps. 114). Then the light from heaven 
shone upon them, revealing their exact 
location and condition. The ark, which 
was a type of Him who is the light of the 
world, had come into the very place 
where they lay. not only to expose them, 
but that they might be lifted out of it 
and set up in Gilgal, the place of deliv- 
erance. In this we see a precious pre- 
view of “the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation.” 

The fact that these stones were taken 
from the place where the priests’ feet 
stood firm is also suggestive. Those 
priests standing there, holding up that 
ark, point on to Him at whose feet many 
precious souls were yet to be blest. It 
was at Jesus’ feet that the sinful woman 
of Luke 7 received the pardon of her sins. 
It was there that Mary heard His word, 
and where later she learned to know His 
precious sympathy in the time of sorrow

and bereavement. It is before those 
same feet that the redeemed will yet 
cast their crowns as they worship Him 
who alone is worthy to receive all hom- 
age and praise. 

As “set up in Gilgal,’ those twelve 
stones were also to have a voice for the 
generations to come. They were plainly 
intended to provoke the question, “What 
mean ye by these stones?” (v. 6). That 
question has two answers. First, those 
stones meant “that the waters of Jordan 
were cut off before the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord; when it passed over 
Lor, went through] Jordan, the waters 
of Jordan were cut off: and these stones 
shall be for a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel forever” (v. 7). 

Thus these stones become the memorial 
of a miracle, the whole credit for which 
goes to the ark. That ark was insep- 
arably linked with the presence of the 
Lord. Its cover was known as the mercy 
seat, where He sat between the cherubim 
that overshadowed it (Ps. 80:1). When 
the ark went forward Moses said, “Rise 
up, Lord, and let thine enemies be scat- 
tered; and let them that hate thee flee 
before thee. And when it rested, he said, 
Return, O Lord, unto the many thou- 
sands of Israel” (Num. 10:35, 36). By 
means of those stones set up in Gilgal, 
the rising generations were to know what 
“the presence of the God of Jacob” could 
effect, and that when He undertakes for 
His people, there is nothing that can 
withstand His glorious presence. Would 
that we realized it more than we do. 

The second answer to this question is 
equally important and interesting. Joshua 
spoke to the children of Israel saying, 
“When your children shall ask their fa- 
thers in time to come, saying, What mean 
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these stones? Then ye shall let your 
children know, saying, Israel came over 
this Jordan on dry land. For the Lord 
your God dried up the waters of Jordan 
from before you, until ye were passed 
over” (vv. 21-23). 5 

In verse 7 we saw how the waters were 
cut off before the ark; here we learn that 
they were dried up before the people. 
This distinction is both remarkable and 
appropriate. On the other hand, we see 
how the Lord graciously gave His people 
the honor of sharing in this great mir- 
acle as if it were altogether because of 
them that it was done. Thus did He 
“divide the spoil with the strong” (Isa. 
53:12). And thus did the Lord make the 
enemy respect His people as they moved 
along under His direction “terrible as an 
army with banners” (Song of Sol. 6:10). 

Finally, the whole thing is compared 
with what the Lord had done for the 
older generation at the Red Sea. As a 
member of that older generation, Joshua 
could say, “As the Lord your God did te 
the Red Sea, which he dried up from 
before us, until we were gone over” 
(v. 23). Truly the loving-kindness of Je- 
hovah “is from everlasting to everlasting 
upon them that fear Him, and His right- 
eousness unto children’s children; to 
such as keen His covenant and to those 
that remember His precepts to do them 
(cf. Ps. 103:17, 18). From generation to 
generation He is the same. We change, 
He changes not. Great is His faithful- 
ness! 

But this memorial was to serve a still 
wider purpose. It was put there so “that 
all the people of the earth might know 
the hand of the Lord, that it is mighty: 
that ye might fear the Lord your God 
forever” (v. 24). What was done there 
was not to be kept as some national se- 
cret. It was to be internationally known, 

In this way the Lord uses His re- 
deemed people to teach the world lessons 
that it cannot and will not learn in any 
other way. Yes, even the principalities 
and powers in the heavenlies are taught, 
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through the Church, the manifold wis- 
dom of God (Eph. 3:10), just as the peo- 
ples of the earth were to know, through 
Israel, the might of the Lord. 

The effect on the Israelites themselves 
was that they might fear the Lord for- 
ever. The fact that they were so closely 
connected with all of this was not to les- 
sen their reverence for Him and His 
things, but rather that it might be great- 
er than ever. And so it should be with 
those who profess to know the Lord and 
His ways. Those who know Him best 
revere Him most. The remembrance of 
what He has done for us and with us 
should make us fear and love Him better 
every day. 


Twelve Other Stones 


But now we must go back a little and 
take a look at the other group of twelve 
stones mentioned in verse 9 of our chap- 
ter. Their number indicates that they, 
like the first twelve, were also represen- 
tative. They were found in exactly the 
same place, that is, “where the priests’ 
feet which bare the ark of the covenant 
stood.” But it was Joshua, and Joshua 
alone, who handled these stones. 

In the case of the first group, it was 
twelve men who took up, every man of 
them, a stone upon his shoulder, “ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes of 
the children of Israel” (v. 5). That was 
their part in that significant transfer 
from the bed of Jordan to Gilgal. Con- 
sidering them for a moment as individual 
servants of the Lord, we are led to ex- 
claim, “What a service to render to His 
own!” Would that there were more 
among us today who might be counted 
on to bear the people of God upon their 
hearts as well as upon their shoulders, 
in order that they all might share in the 
blessings of which Gilgal speaks. 

In the case of the second group, the 
procedure was different. As we have 
seen, Joshua alone handled these. In- 
stead of being “set-up” in Gilgal, these 
were “set up... in the midst of Jordan” 
(v. 9). But even though they were not 
removed from the river bed, they were 
from that time on distinguished from all 
of the other stones around them. 

Like the stones at Gilgal, they were 
“set up,” and like them they were typical. 
But they were no longer typical of those 
who are dead in .trespasses and in sins. 
From that time on they symbolized, not 
those who are dead in sin, but those who 
are dead to it. And when the waters of 
Jordan returned they were no longer to 
be thought of as those who are swallowed 
up in their sins, but as those who have 
been buried with Christ. 

That the Jordan may, in this way, 
teach two different lessons at the same 
time should offer no difficulty, if we re- 
member that the Red Sea meant one 
thing to the Lord’s people and quite an- 
other to the Egyptians (cf. Heb. 11:29). 

From Romans 6 we learn that we have 
died to sin, and that by our baptism we 
have been buried with Christ unto death. 
We have become identified with Him in 
the likeness of His death. Our old man 
has been crucified with Him in order that 
the body of sin, that is, sin in its totality, 
might be annulled, so that we should 
no longer serve sin. But if we have be-

come identified with Him in the likeness 
of His death, “we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection” (Rom. 6:5). 

The two groups of stones which we 
have been considering may well serve as 
illustrations of these things. We have 
died with Christ (Col. 2:20) and we have 
been raised with Him (Col. 3:1). This is 
not a matter of experience, but a matter 
of fact. And faith reckons it to be so. 

Perhaps it is for that very reason that 
stones were used to illustrate these 
things. They are completely passive. All 
that is done is done for them, not by 
them. “Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom. 6:11).

up in Gilgal, may now be looked upon 
as “living stones” (I Pet. 2:5). Naturally 
we do not think of stones as being alive, 
hence the familiar expression, “dead as 
a stone.” And yet one has but to hold 
a precious stone under a light where it 
may sparkle in all of its beauty, and peo- 
ple will exclaim, “Why, it fairly lives!” 
And so it does. 

What makes it live? The answer seems 
to be simple enough. It is the light that 
shines upon it and through it, that makes 
it live. That may help us to understand 
how it is that we may be spoken of as 
“living stones.” Time was when we lay 
in nature’s darkness. But God has called 
us out of darkness into His marvelous 
light, that we may show forth His vir- 
tues. 

But then, not every stone sparkles. A 
diamond is a stone, but not every stone 
is a diamond. And yet the brilliant dia- 
mond is but the lowly carbon trans- 
formed in God’s own laboratory, so that 
it may show forth the glories of the light 
that shines upon it. 

Just how this transformation is effected 
may find illustration in another group of 
twelve stones which also represent God’s 
people. I refer to the twelve stones 


which Elijah used to build his altar in 
those dark days when Israel had gone 
over to the worship of Baal. There was 


so little life and light left in the nation § 


that poor Elijah thought he was the only 


faithful one remaining. But when he | 


repaired the altar of the Lord that was 
broken down, he “took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes of 
the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word 
of the Lord came, saying, Israel shall be 
thy name: and with the stones he built 
an altar in the name of the Lord’ 
(I Kings 18:30-32). 

As we read on in that chapter we dis- 
cover that those stones were consumed 
by the fire of the Lord (v. 38). But we 
may be sure that they were not destroyed. 
They represented the sons of Jacob. And 
Jacob’s name was to be called Israel. To 
practically effect that change “Jacob” 
had to be put into the crucible in order 
that the fire of the Lord might make of 
him a sparkling gem that will forever 
reflect the glories of the great Refiner 
and Lapidary. ; 

It takes more than one stone, how- 
ever, to tell the whole story of redeeming 
grace. Accordingly, we find in the 
breastplate of Aaron twelve precious 
stones “with the names of the children 
of Israel” engraven upon them, and thus 
Aaron was to bear the names of the 
children of Israel upon his heart when 
he went into the holy place “for a me- 
morial before the Lord continually” 
(Exod. 28). “The rainbow of the spray” 
may give us a fleeting view of His mani- 
fold grace, but these twelve stones were 
like the stars that shine forever and ever. 


Everyone Represented 


Coming back to Joshua 4, it seems 
striking that we should find connected 
with all of this the fact that “the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and the children of Gad, 
and half the tribe of Manasseh, passed 
over armed before the children of Israel, 
as Moses spake unto them: about forty 
thousand prepared for war passed over 
before the Lord unto battle, to the plains 
of Jericho” (vv. 12, 13). 

That monument with its twelve stones, 
in addition to what we have already 
learned about it, also depicted the unity 
of God’s people. The two and one-half 
tribes were represented in it. Even 
though they had claimed their posses- 
sions east of Jordan, they were one with 
their brethren who had not yet entered 
into their inheritance. The practical 
demonstration of that unity is seen in 
the action of those forty thousand who 
passed over armed before the Lord and 
their brethren. 

We may talk about unity, but unless we 
are prepared to stand shoulder to shoul- 
der with our brethren in Christ to meet 
a common foe, there will be no practical 
results. 

It is in immediate connection with all 
of this that the Scripture says, “On 
that day the Lord magnified Joshua in 
the sight of all Israel” (v. 14). It was a 
great day. And God used that occasion 
to honor His faithful servant Joshua. 
With the lessons of those two monuments 
still in their minds the Israelites could 
properly appreciate the one whom the 
Lord had raised up to succeed Moses. 
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' “And they feared him, as they feared 
» Moses, all the days of his life.” 


Then, fully confirmed as their divinely 
chosen leader, Joshua was told to com- 
mand the priests who bore the ark of the 


© testimony to come up out of Jordan. As 


' soon as they did, we read “that the wa- 
» ters of Jordan returned unto their place, 


and flowed over all his banks, as they 


» did before” (v. 18). 


From this we learn that what the Lord 


|» does for His own abides and is effective 
) till all of His redeemed ones have “passed

over.” There is something very 
precious and also very solemn about that. 


' It is precious because it assures us that 


not one of His own shall fail of crossing. 


' On the other hand, it is solemn because 


He makes no provision for retreat. To 


' have left that way open would have been 


to invite retreat. He does not do that. 


A Solemn Reminder

Passover lamb was to be taken (Exod. 
12:3). Thus did the Lord remind them 
The 
Passover was bound to remind them of 
their beginnings as a nation, and of the 
time when they were divinely delivered 
from the bondage of Egypt. On that oc- 
casion the waters of the Red Sea drowned 
their enemies, and at the same time put 
an impassable barrier between them and 
Egypt. On this occasion, the return of 
the river committed them, as it were, to 
the conflicts ahead. No provision was 
made for retreat. When we move on 
with God we move forward. 

The effect of all these things on the 
people of the land is seen in the opening 
verse of Joshua 5, where God permits us 
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to look behind the scenes. There are 
two groups here: “all the kings of the 
Amorites, which were on the side of Jor- 
dan westward, and all the kings of the 
Canaanites, which were by the sea.” 

It may be that in the former we have 
those which represent the principalities 
and powers under the direct control of 
the devil, and in the latter, “the children 
of disobedience,” human beings, in whom 
the same spirit now works (Eph. 2:2). 
But that is only a suggestion. One thing 
is true of both groups: “their heart 
melted, neither was there spirit in them 
any more, because of the children of 
Israel.” No doubt this utter lack of 
morale is here revealed for the encour- 
agement of the Israelites. The enemy 
had been thrown into a panic. 

It is important to notice that it was 
not the numerical strength of the Israel- 
ites, nor yet their equipment for battle 
that produced this effect. It was when 
they heard “that the Lord had dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before the 
children of Israel .. . that their heart 
melted.” It was not what the Israelites 
were, nor yet what they had done, that 
struck terror to the hearts of the Ca- 
naanites and Amorites. It was what the 
Lord had done. The “east wall” of their 
kingdom had been pierced by One who 
was mightier than they. To use a mod- 
ern expression, a beachhead had been 
established. It was the beginning of the 
end for them. 

If we too could look behind the scenes, 
as by faith we may, we would discover a 
similar state of affairs among the hosts 
of Satan. An old saying has it, “The 
devil trembles when he sees the weakest 
saint upon his knees.” Scripture tells us 
to resist the devil and he will flee from 
us (James 4:7). But we must do that 




































steadfastly in the faith (I Pet. 5:9). And 
“the people that do know their God shall 
be strong, and do exploits” (Dan. 11:32).

way to God. They know what it means if 
they die in their sins. We have preached 
and slept in several dozen villages and 
towns the past two and a half years, but 
the job has only begun. We have an area 
of at least 40,000 square miles yet to evan- 
gelize in the territory allotted to us. How 
we need men! 

Get a vision of what God will do with 
you in some needy place. Do you think 
it’s no thrill to have four or five hundred 
Moslems sitting for one or two hours in 
the light of a pressure lantern to hear you 
tell them of Christ, and what the Bible 
says? Do you think it’s no thrill to have 
young men come to you in threes and 
fours where you are camping, saying, 
“Tell us more. We want to know how to 
get to heaven.” Wouldn’t you rejoice 
with the angels to have several fine young 
men accept the Christ you had been 
preaching? And when you prepared to 
move on, and they begged you to stay 
longer, or asked when you would be back, 
would you feel that you had made a mis- 
take in becoming a missionary, and could 
be better used of God and happier in a 
church at home? 

May God help us to see the need. But 
don’t misunderstand—God doesn’t call 
every man to be a foreign missionary. 
Not every man could be one. It takes the 
best in anyone who ever put on a sun 
helmet. God calls men and women, and 
the women come. Be honest, men. God 
doesn’t call—five women to only one man! 
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GENUINE work of the Holy 

Spirit was witnessed at the 

forty-second annual Founder’s 

Week Conference, February 2- 

8, at Moody Bible Institute. As 
the speakers poured out their hearts in 
searching messages from the Word of 
God, there was a continuous manifesta- 
tion of the power of God. The large 
audiences were frequently bathed in 
tears. Heart-broken confessions of sin 
were heard. 

Prayer meetings were held at which 
Christian workers could scarcely speak, 
so deep was the probing of the Holy 
Spirit.

Pastors, missionaries 
and other Christian workers who have 
been longing and praying for revival for 
years expressed the belief that God did 
a work during the conference week which 
will result in the kindling of revival fires 
all over the earth. 

Months before the first speaker stepped 
to the platform, members of the In- 
stitute family, including faculty, staff and 
students, as well as thousands of friends 
throughout America and the British Isles, 
had been praying with a deep burden for 
an awakening. Established prayer meet- 
ings grew steadily in attendance and in 
the fervency of the petitions offered; 
spontaneous gatherings for prayer at- 
tracted large numbers, especially among 
the Day School students. There was a

deep solemnity at these meetings; often 
the hush of God was felt in chapel. 

Letters containing twelve _ specific 
prayer requests were widely circulated, 
and at the close of the conference it was 
discovered that God had answered every 
request, from “a real burden and spirit 
of prayer” to “the weather itself.” In 
fact, the weather was ideal during a week 
usually characterized by bitter cold and 
blizzards. Chicago newspapers com- 
mented on the fact that unexpected 
masses of warm air kept moving in over 
the city to upset predictions of bad 
weather. 

The conference theme was found in 
two phrases of Scripture, “Revive us 
again” (Ps. 85:6), and “God hath... 
called us . . . unto holiness” (I Thess. 
4:7). The manner in which these verses 
became descriptive of the major em- 
phasis in nearly every message, and of 
the experience of many of the more than 
seven thousand persons who attended 
one or more of the sessions, was a won- 
Gerful manifestation of the faithfulness 
of the Lord. 

A glimpse into the leading of the Holy 
Spirit in preparation for the full tide 
of blessing was given to the audiences 
when some of the speakers read portions

Revival Must Come 


By HORACE F. DEAN 


The leader of Christ for America explains the forthcoming 


Spiritual Awakening Rallies to begin in Chicago in April 


HE CRY FOR REVIVAL is going up from 

many hearts over the nation. There 
is a rising sense of urgency among God’s 
believing people. The situation through- 
out the world is getting out of hand. 

We in America are imperiled by the 
growing forces of evil and the increasing 
disintegration of the finer things of life. 
We have been spared the cruel scourgings 
of modern warfare. We know nothing of 
the postwar hardships now prevailing 
among nine-tenths of the world’s peo- 
ples. But there are worse things than 
for a people to be poor and hungry and 
ragged. For a nation to forget God and 
wander into degrading sins is a thousand 
times worse than empty pockets and 
scanty food. Dens of vice, places where 
strong drink is sold, obscene and sugges- 
tive shows, lurid books and magazines 
are far worse than bread lines. 

Today we are face to face with the 
stark fact that as a nation we are no 
longer a God-fearing people. At Detroit 
the other day, Ward Jett, the executive 
director of the Metropolitan Committee 
for Education on Alcoholism, said that 
“fifty million Americans now drink, and 
of this number, three and one-half mil- 
lion are in the class of compulsive drink- 


ers.” Said Jett, “Before the war one 
woman to every seven men drank—now 
it is one to five.” 

Then there is the gross, blatant indif- 
ference to God manifest on every hand. 
Recent statistics reveal that of our 140 
million estimated population, 66 million 
are entirely without any church affilia- 
tion. Our people as a whole are fast 
losing the fear of God. The tragic truth 
of our increasing paganism as a nation 
is coming home to us and is reflected in 
growing corruption in all spheres of life. 
There is a general decay of public and 
private morality—many of the best sell- 
ers among books and magazines are vol- 
umes of filth and obscenity, and yet there 
is little protest. 

For two generations or more the in- 
sidious poison of a materialistic philoso- 
phy under the caption of liberalism has 
been fed to millions of our people. The 
supernatural gospel of regeneration 
through faith in the blood of Christ has 
been watered down and replaced by a 
social gospel. The fires of hell-have been 
cooled down and the glories of heaven 
have been given a faded look, so that 
lost souls have nothing to fear nor any- 
thing about which to be glad; life be-

comes one great enigma. Little wonder 
that as a result the average person has 
adopted the philosophy of “let’s eat, 
drink and be merry, for tomorrow we die.” 


N OW THIS CALLS for just one 
thing—revival. God’s answer to similar 
situations has always been revival, and 
that always begins among His own peo- 
ple. His Church needs revival today— 
how tragically true this is! We are liv- 
ing in the most serious and perhaps the 
most challenging period of the Church’s 
history, when the Church should be vi- 
rile, strong, powerful, with her banners 
aloft in her holy war against the devil 
and his emissaries, yet she is weak, vacil- 
lating and ineffective. 

In what sharp contrast is the Church 
today to that small early group of 
Christ’s followers, pictured in the first 
chapters of the Acts. That little com- 
pany was neither rich nor scholarly. 
They lacked nearly all the things that 
make up twentieth century mechanized 
Christianity, but what power! what bold- 
ness! what fruitfulness! 

The Church needs a rebirth today, and 
if she is to have it, it will come through 
prayer and a fresh enduement of the 
Holy Spirit. This will embolden, rekin- 
dle, and refire the love and compassion 
which is so sorely needed to win the lost 
to Christ. 


Thank God, there are encouraging 


signs multiplying about us today, and we 
need to pray that they will increase. 
Perhaps the chief sign is the new spirit 
of evangelism which is gripping the 
Lord’s people. Certainly evangelism is 
God’s main business for His Church, and 
if there is one big, sad failure in the 
Church in recent decades, it is in the 
field of evangelism. Most churches have 
cut it out of their calendar of activities. 

When I was a boy of ten, mass evan- 
gelism was at its height on a world-wide 
basis. Perhaps the period 1890 to 1915 
witnessed the greatest era of evangelism 
since the Reformation. The names of 
the well-known leaders still shine with a 
glow—Moody, Torrey, Chapman, Alexan- 
der, Biederwolf, Sunday, Munhall, Nich- 
olson, Gough and others. Probably five 
million persons found Christ in those 
years in mammoth meetings held in 
tents, tabernacles, warehouses and bar- 
racks. 

Now Christian leaders, pastors and lay- 
men are again showing a real longing 
for a sane, Bible-based, aggressive form

women still are, they continue to be the 
rulers of their homes and the power 
houses of custom. 

Much has been both told and written 
about Dame Edith M. Brown, M.D., of 
her going out to Indian more than fifty 
years ago, and of her seeing the need for 
training young women for the medical 
professional life. How God has blessed 
the gift of fifty English pounds, and 
how she began with six students in an 
empty schoolhouse of ten rooms, is one 
of the romances of modern missions. 

Since that day there have come out 
from the gates of the Women’s Christian 
Medical College, Ludhiana, about three 
thousand doctors, nurses, dispensers, mid- 
wives, to all parts of India, Burma, Cey- 
lon, and even farther afield. 

About one hundred and thirty students 
are in residence in the compound, which 
houses both the college and hospital. It 
is the place where healing of soul and 
body, study of God’s Word and materia 
medica are put in their proper order. No 
student is excused from participation in 
the spiritual instruction, and no patient 
is permitted to leave the hospital or dis- 
pensary without having heard the good 
news. 

In India patients are usually accom- 
panied by members of their families and 
servants, so that the message is given 
on the verandahs and in the guest house. 
The evangelist and six Bible teachers 
meet inquirers, give out and sell books 
and tracts, show gospel pictures and 
preach the unsearchable riches of Christ 
constantly. All who come, hear. 

I would not have my readers think 
that opposition is a thing of the past. 
Only last year the usual evangelistic spe- 
cial season undertaken in and around the 
city of Ludhiana by the pastor evange-

The hospital with its consecrated and 
overworked staff of doctors and nurses 
is known far and wide for its healing 
skill and miracles of surgery. To the 
doors stream women of all castes from 
the provinces and Indian states to be 
healed. Illness is the common lot of most 
Indian women, who suffer with stoical 
endurance and long for healing. Here is 
made very plain to them that all done 
in their behalf is because of the Great 
Physician and that soul sickness is first 
to be dealt with, without neglecting the 
immediate bodily need. 

The hospital has a total of 332 beds and 
cots besides dispensary and village medi- 
cal work. There is a daily average of 
hospital patients of around 165, and of 
daily visits of out-patients old and new, 
major and minor, of some 325. These 
are only women and children. Opera- 
tions run into the four figures, as well as 
maternity care. Nor does this include the 
visits to health clinics and home follow- 
up visits—all opportunities for sowing the 
seed of the Word.

CHINA—At a Youth for Christ meet- 
ing in Sian, about fifteen thousand gath- 
ered in the open air, reports Missionary 
Edith Johnson. One hundred seventy- 
seven decisions for Christ were made. 
She adds, “We are witnessing a spiritual 
awakening as never before, among all 
classes.”

China’s roll of missionary martyrs. Dr. 


Alik Berg, Esther Nordlund, and Martha 
Anderson, of the Evangelical Mission 
Covenant Church, were on their way to 
Chengchow, in Hupeh Province, when 
their bus was held up by bandits, who 
by their uniforms were identified as com- 
munists. All passengers were forced to 
alight and the missionaries were singled 
out with the words, “You are Americans; 
Americans must die!” The three were 
shot, together with two Chinese who at- 
tempted to intercede for the women. The 
bus and remaining passengers were then 
allowed to continue. The fourth mis- 
sionary, about whom details are lacking, 
was an elderly Mennonite : missionary, 
Elizabeth Degarmo, who was fatally in- 
jured by an exploding grenade. 

NIGERIA—A report from southeastern 
Nigeria tells of further murders by the 
so-called Leopard Society. The govern- 
ment and even a native tribal organiza- 
tion have been combating this secret so- 
ciety, but have not been able to put a 
comolete stop to its activities.

BRAZIL—Statutes of Christ have been 
placed in the legislative assembly halls 
of several Brazilian states, including the 
important states of Sao Paulo and Bahia, 
This move toward a closer identification 
of the government with the Roman Cath- 
clic Church: was strenuously opposed by 
liberal Roman Catholics as well as the 
Protestants. 


BOLIVIA—A report from Bolivia indi- 
cates that communist propagandists are 


active among the Indians. To conceal 


their true identity, they are said to dis- 
tribute evangelical literature along with 
communist propaganda. Since Commun- 
ism is proscribed by the dominant Roman 
Catholic government, these actions are 


causing great difficulty for the true evan- f 


gelical forces in the country. Some be- 
lievers have been imprisoned and pun- 
ished on accusation of being communists. 


MEXICO—Late in November, the Na- 
tional Presbyterian Church of Mexico 
celebrated its diamond jubilee. To honor 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of its 
founding, some three thousand evangeli- 
cals gathered for a week of meetings in 
the historic Divino Salvador Church in 
Mexico City. Representatives were pres- 
ent from various Latin American re- 
publics as well as from the United States. 
In spite of recent severe persecution, the 
Church in Mexico has continued to grow. 

PERU—tThe crash of an American C-47 
plane in the jungles of northeastern Peru 
brought an offer of the service of the 
amphibious plane operated by the Wy- 
cliffe Bible Translators in that region. It 
played a prominent part in the location 
of the wreck, and the mission and its 
aviator were highly commended by the 
United States ambassador for their valu- 
able assistance. 

PHILIPPINES — The Association of 
Baptists for World Evangelism has stated 
its purpose to establish its own seminary 
in Manila instead of co-operating with 
the undenominational, G-I sponsored Far 
Eastern Bible Institute and Seminary.

Golden Nuggets 


THE KEY WORDS OF ROMANS 8:29,30 


Foreknow—This is progindsko, used in 
Acts 2:23; Romans 8:29; 11:2; I Peter 
1:2, 20. It refers not merely to pre- 
vious knowledge, but to the act of 
designating to a certain position or func- 
tion. A sculptor, wishing to carve a 
group of statues made in the image of 
his only son, selects a number of rough 
blocks of marble. God, wishing to make 
some images of His only Son, not 
carved out of marble, but molded from 
living personalities, designates certain 
among mankind for Himself, so that 
He might fulfill this desire. 

Predestinate— This is proorizo. The 
simple verb means, “to fix a limit upon, 
to fix a boundary around,” and the pre- 
fixed preposition adds the idea of “doing 
this beforehand,” that is, before another 
anticipated action. After the sculptor 
has selected his blocks of marble at the 
quarry, he takes from his pocket a pad 
of gummed labels reading, “This block 
of marble is to be reserved for a statue 
of my son.” God, after selecting certain 
among mankind for Himself, places a 
tag upon each one. The tag reads: 
“Predestinated to be conformed to the 
image of My Son,” “Predestinated to be 
placed as an adult son” (Eph. 1:5). 

Called—This is the word kaleo. It was 
a technical word in legal practice, and 
meant “an official summons.” It is more 
than a mere invitation; it is a com- 
mand. After the sculptor has selected 
his blocks of marble, and has tagged 
them, he sends his workmen to the 
quarry to haul the stone to his studio. 
After God has foreknown certain among 
mankind, and has tagged them, He sends 
the Holy Spirit to bring them to His 
divine studio. The Spirit brings the 
divine summons to the individuals fore- 
known and already tagged, and consti- 
tutes them willing to obey the divine 
summons to salvation. 

Justified—This is the word dikaioo. It 
means “to remove the guilt and penalty” 
from the believing sinner and to bestow 
a positive righteousness, Jesus Christ 
Himself, in whom that person has a 
righteous standing before the high court 
of heaven. A stranger comes into the 
sculptor’s studio and remarks about 
the rough, discolored pieces of mar- 
ble. The sculptor replies, “I stand here 
in their justification. I have assumed 
the responsibility for choosing such in- 
ferior material. I see only the fin- 
ished product.” Satan prefers charges 
against the saints, but the divine Sculp- 
tor merely answers with the precious 
blood, which paid for all their sins. 

Glorified—This is the word doxaz6. It 
refers here to the act of God in bring- 
ing the saint to his final eternal state 
of perfection and sinlessness, body, soul 
and spirit. The Sculptor as he works, 


sees not the rough block of stone, but 
the finished statue. So God, as He is 
slowly conforming the saint into the 
image of His Son, sees not all their 
imperfections, but sees them already 
glorified.

The British Preach in Season

you will, on the northern bank of the 
river, and you will be sure to hear well- 
known hymns being sung to the accom- 
paniment of a concertina or a portable 
organ. These are traceable to a company 
of evangelists, perhaps from the London 
City Mission, who are openly exhorting 
men and women to take the Lord Jesus 
as their Pilot. This is followed by per- 
sonal dealing, when tracts are distributed 
and individual conversations sought. 
Here, as in all open-air work, the best 
results accrue from one-by-one methods. 

This great annual river race is fol- 
lowed in June by the Derby, Britain’s 
leading flat-racing event, run in Epsom, 
in Surrey. Derby Day is a sight which 
needs to be seen to be believed. Special 
trains and busses are run from all parts 
of the country, conveying the crowds 
which, if they can afford it, watch the 
races from the grandstand. If money is 
short or they prefer the fun of it, they 
stand on “the Hill,” craning their necks 
as the horses and their riders rush by. 

This crowd on “the Hill” presents an- 
other opportunity for evangelism. The 
open-air preacher with a good pair of 
lungs can make himself heard above the 
raucous music of merry-go-rounds and 
the shouts of bookmakers and their touts 
in order to reach somebody’s ears and 
heart. Recruits from the London City 
Mission, the Open-Air Mission, the Sal- 
vation Army, and others eagerly exploit 
this occasion for soul-winning. 

Not all who go to the Derby are hard- 
ened gamblers by any means. Many are 
there just to see the fun—a rich harvest 
field for the personal worker. Even 
among the “tougher” elements there are 
candidates for salvation—men and wom- 
en whose hearts are touched by the old- 
fashioned hymns; and some who, having 
staked their money and lost it, are ready 
to listen to a talk about heavenly cer- 
tainties. 

“T can’t read it, guv’nor,” said a gypsy 
when offered a Gospel by an Open-Air 
Mission evangelist last Derby Day. 

“It isn’t reading—it’s believing that 
matters,” was the reply. “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” 

“Yes, sir,” the other replied with a nod. 
“Me and my chum are gypsies. We never 
went to school, but we’ve sometimes been 
to Sunday school. I promise I'll get 
someone to read this book to me. It tells 
about God who was crucified for us, 
doesn’t it?” 

“That’s right,” replied the evangelist, 
sending the gypsy on his way. “It’s God’s 
Word, and it will tell you how to find 
Him. Remember—it isn’t reading it’s be- 
lieving.”

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WHAT IS BELIEVING? 


What must a person do to believe? 
How can he be assured that he does 
believe? Can a person think he believes 
yet not actually believe?—D.M.L., Al- 
lentown, Pa. 

There is one word that answers the 
above and other questions asked, and 
that word is “yield.” We are “dead in 
trespasses and sins” (Eph. 2:1), and it fs 
the Spirit of God that quickens or makes 
alive from this death. But we are to yield 
to the Holy Spirit’s quickening influence 
and activity, and “believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ” (Acts 16:31). 

The word “believe” in modern usage 
may refer only to mental assent, but im- 
plicit in the Old Testament word is the 
thought of trust, of committing oneself, 
so that it is a matter of the heart and 
will, as well as of the mind. To commit 
oneself to the Lord Jesus Christ, sur- 
rendering to Him, is to have the assur- 
ance of salvation. Thus “believing,” 
nothing is plainer than the assurance: 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31). “He 
that believeth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life” (John 3:36, italics ours). And 
the Bible specifically declares that those 
who thus believe may know that they 
have eternal life (I John 5:13). 

Those who, born of the Spirit, call God 
Father have the witness of the Spirit 
within them that they are the children 
of God (Rom. 8:14-16). No one will think 
he believes, yet not actually do so, who 
believes in the true sense of the word as 
described above, and therefore has the 
witness of the Spirit and the assurance of 
taking God at His Word. 

In answer to other questions, such per- 
sons will come to know not only when or 
how God answers prayer, but how to 
pray. They will certainly know that 
prayer is not an “imaginary” conversa- 
tion with God, and how to distinguish 
between what is of God and what may 
be of Satan. But one must yield to God.

NOAH AND THE ARK 


Is it true that Noah was occupied for 
one hundred and twenty years in build- 
ing the ark, and where is this stated in 
the Scriptures?—G.S., Chicago, Ill. 

It is nowhere stated that it took Noah 
one hundred and twenty years to build 
the ark. The one hundred and twenty 
years is mentioned in Genesis 6:3 as a 
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OUR 


period of probation, an opportunity for 
that corrupt generation to repent of its 
wickedness and turn to God. 

Since the building of the ark was the 
visible representation of Noah’s faith 
(Heb. 11:7), and since I Peter 3:20 par- 
ticularly calls attention to God’s long- 
suffering in waiting while the ark was 
being prepared, it may well be that its 
preparation took all or most of this time 
as a constant testimony to Noah’s faith 
and warning of judgment to come. 

Besides, such a huge vessel, and the 
probability that there were comparatively 
few to construct it, may well have re- 
quired a very long period of time.

THE ONLY BEGOTTEN SON OF GOD 


What is meant by the expression 
‘only begotten Son” in Psalm 2:7 and 
quoted in Acts 13:33; Hebrews 1:5; 5:5, 
and elsewhere in the Gospel and 
Epistles of John? Since the Greek word 
used in connection with Christ is the 
same word used in reference to the 
begetting of a natural son (Heb. 11:17), 
is not this a conclusive argument for 
the virgin birth of Christ? Is the 
Hebrew word in Psalm 2:7 the equiva- 
lent of the Greek word?—H.F.D., Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

The expression in Psalm 2:7 is not 
“only begotten,” but simply “begotten,” 
and means to bear or bring forth in the 
usual sense of any birth. It is the equiva- 
lent of the Greek word used in the New 
Testament both in reference to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and to ordinary persons or 
birth. However, the word is used meta- 
phorically of spiritual relationships and 
states. The limitation of human concept 
and language can only understand and 
describe the relationship between the 
“first” person in the Godhead and the 
Lord Jesus Christ as that of Father and 
Son. And a Son is begotten. It is in 
the spiritual, though nonetheless real, 
sense that Christ is God’s Son and we 
are God’s children. 

Psalm 2:7 is quoted in Acts 13:33 as 
referring to Christ’s resurrection. There 
is, however, a difference of opinion 
among commentators as to whether the 
begetting of Psalm 2:7 refers to Christ’s 
“eternal generation” or begetting, or to 
His incarnation, or to His resurrection 
and ascension. Acts 13:33 favors the last 
mentioned view, although the resurrec- 
tion as its climax may here include His 
whole earthly career. 





The term “begotten” or “only begot. 
ten” in reference to the sonship of the 
Lord Jesus is stated in Hebrews 1:5 a; 
proving that His glory transcends that of 
the angels and that His relationship ty 
God is unique. However, it certainly mus; 
also refer to His incarnation, but it prove; 
a virgin birth only by inference. It j 
inconceivable that He who is eternally 
the Son of God, Himself God, could take 
upon Himself the likeness of flesh by 
ordinary generation or birth.

The 
requirement for the poor was the same 
with regard to this offering, although in 
other types of offering the poor perso 
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could bring a creature of less worth. The 


trespass offering represented restitution 
and satisfaction for loss. In the case of 
the leper in his exclusion from the cam 
and his status as one dead, God had 
been deprived of rightful worship and 
service; hence beside the various sacri- 
fices and ceremonials for cleansing and 
consecration was this important sacrifice 
of restitution, the trespass offering.

THE MAN CHILD OF REVELATION 1} 
If the man child of Revelation 12 is 
not the 144,000 Jews of Revelation / 
and 14, why not? The interpretation 
of this man child as Christ does not 
seem to fit the text and some favor his 
identity with the 
Kannapolis, N.C. 

A long array of commentators of dif- 
fering views generally have interpreted 
the man child as referring to Christ 
As for the setting, its most obvious sense 
refers it to Israel. The archangel 
Michael, mentioned in the warfare of 
verse 12, recalls Daniel 12. Michael has 
to do with Israel’s warfare, and the 
woman of Revelations 12:1 is evidently 
a figure of Israel. What more logical an@ 
obvious than that the male child should 
be Messiah or Christ whom she travails 
to bring to birth! 

Israel may certainly in its history be 
said to travail in birth to bring forth 
Messiah. Its history before that evenl 
was one long travail to that end. It still 
is until, figuratively, it brings forth Mes 
siah again, when having received Him, 
it presents Him to the nations. 

Although in the futuristic interpreta: 
tion the time of Revelations 12 is still 
future and refers to the nation Israe 
yet, as a vision, this passage has in viel 
the whole earthly career of Christ. Iti 
not the time element but rather that 0 
connection which brings into view thé 

































birth of Messiah at this point. The mer 
tion of “the great dragon,” “that old ser 
pent, called the Devil, and Satan” (v. 9) 
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ertainly suggests the age-long conflict 
yetween the two persons, first brought to 
iew in Genesis 3:15— the seed of the 
oman, that is Christ, and Satan. This 
onflict was especially marked in the at- 
pmpt through Herod to destroy the “man 
pila” at His birth, and it continued in 
he temptation and crucifixion. 

It has always been Satan’s purpose to 
hestroy God’s Christ and to substitute his 
pwn. This is suggested in the very num- 
her 666 in Revelations 13:18. The first 
snd last of the three Greek letters which 

ake up this name form an abbreviation 
nf the name Christ, while the middle 
etter resembles a crooked serpent, thus 
suggesting a false Christ, a foul parody 
pf the true. 

The rod of iron with which He is to 
ule all nations (v. 5) certainly refers to 

essiah in fulfillment of Psalm 2:9, and 

again mentioned definitely of Him as 
nn individual in Revelations 19:15. It is 
rue that this expression is applied to a 
nurch or the believer in Revelation 
D:27, but it is definitely so stated. It re- 
ers just as clearly to an individual in 
Revelations 12:5 and 19:15, that is, the 
man child, the Christ.

These are 
ertainly beyond our fullest comprehen- 
pion. 
| Whatever course events might have 
aken, He would still have had to make 
atonement for our sins in His death for 
hem, in order to bear their guilt and 
penalty, if any were to be saved. 

It is not unreasonable, as far as we 
now, to suppose that He could have died 
or our sins afterward, if Israel could 
ave accepted Him as King prior to that. 
hey were not alone in rejecting Him. 
Acts 4:27 makes “Herod, and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles” also guilty of 
His rejection and death. Suffice it to say 
hat God’s purposes would have been 
arried out to His satisfaction and for 
His people’s good whatever the events 
and circumstances.

THE KINGDOM OF GOD AMONG 
MEN 


which our Lord came. Actually there are 
many reasons found in the New Testa- 
ment for the first advent of our Saviour. 
We know that primarily it was to give 
His life a ransom for many. However, we 
should look at the whole New Testament 
revelation for the full picture of all He 
came to do. 

In this passage emphasis is placed on 
the fact that Christ came to preach good 
tidings to the poor, to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
bound, recovery of sight to the blind, 
and to set at liberty them that are 
bruised. 

Here is evidence of the grace of God. 
The Lord came to minister to all who 
have need; which of us does not fall 
within that classification. He came to 
proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord; 
He inaugurated the time of God’s free 
grace in which the Lord is waiting to do 
for men more than they can ever im- 
agine. He came to minister to those who 
are poor materially; but beyond that, He 
came to minister to those who are beg- 
gars spiritually. You and I are paupers 
before God; we have neither character 
nor works which can claim God’s ap- 
proval—He came to preach the gospel to 
such. 

What a list of needy people, broken- 
hearted, bound, blind and bruised! The 
havoc of sin has left us in a pitiable con- 
dition. The Lord came to restore, to heal, 
and to set at liberty. 

It is interesting to note that our Lord 
ended His reading at what in our ver- 
sion is a comma. At Nazareth He did not 
refer to the day of vengeance of our God 
(see Isa. 61:2). The day will come when 
the vengeance and wrath of God will be 
poured out upon an unbelieving world, 
but that day has not come as yet. This 
fact gives point to the scripture, “Now is 
the acceptable time, now is the day of 
salvation.” 


Ii. The Growth of God’s Kingdom 
(Mark 4:26-29; Luke 17:20, 21). 

The first of these scripture references 
reminds us of the mysterious growth of 
God’s kingdom (“a man... knoweth 
not how,” Mark 4:26, 27). God’s dealing 
with us follows very definite laws of 
pedagogy; we must have a period of child 
training before we are perfected forever 
in the image of His Son—first the blade, 
then the ear, then the full grain in the 
ear. 

We see this principle operative in the 
giving of the Word of God and in the 
life of the individual believer. The Church 
itself is not complete. When we are 
tempted to be critical of it, we should 
remember that God is not yet finished 
with it. When the day of the full corn 
in the ear, the day of harvest, is come, 
then we shall be presented holy and

come, thy will be done, on earth as it 
is in heaven.—Matthew 6:10, R.S.V. 


Bible clearly teaches that Christ 

as the Prince of Peace will reign over 

the kingdoms of men. Revelation 11:15 

specifically alludes to the time when the 

kingdoms of this world will become the 

kingdom of our Lord and of His Christ, 
and He shall reign forever and ever. 

However, we see not all things yet put 
under Him. While it is true that God 
providentially is King, yet in the affairs 
of men He is often forgotten. We await 
the day when our Lord will come with 
His holy angels. 

In the meantime, we may know some- 
thing of the mysteries of the kingdom of 
heaven (Matt. 13:11, ff.). We are given 
the course of the Gospel Age in a series 
of seven parables, beginning with the 
words “the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto.” (Note the slight variation in 
v. 24.) Beyond the age of the mysteries 
of the kingdom of heaven stands the 
kingdom of heaven itself. Then we shall 
see our Lord as the Monarch of all crea- 
tion and of all peoples upon the face of 
the earth. 

This lesson is concerned with God’s 
kingdom today, the kingdom of heaven in 
its mystery form. 


‘ Our Lord's Ministry (Luke 4:16- 
20). 

This scripture pictures the purpose of 
the incarnation. On our Lord’s return to 
Nazareth, He entered the synagogue “as 
his custom was.” How meaningful is this 
phrase! There are many values attend- 
ant on our gathering with the people of 
God in worship. May it be said of us that 
we attend such ministry as our custom 
is; not that our attendance should ever 
simply be perfunctory, but it should be 
continual. 

Our Lord was handed the scroll of the 
prophet Isaiah. Finding the place which 
corresponds in our Bibles to Isaiah 61, 
He read verse 1 and part of verse 2, closed 
the scroll, returned it to the attendant, 
and sat down. (Note carefully where He 
concluded the reading.) Then, with the 
eyes of all in the synagogue fastened 
upon Him, He declared, “Today hath this 
scripture been fulfilled in your ears.” 
Verse 22 seems to indicate that He made 
a more extended address than that of 
which we have record. 

Verses 18 and 19 give the purpose for

The second passage reminds us of that 
miraculous and mysterious working of 
God’s Spirit which results in the estab. 
lishment of God’s purposes in human 
life. “The kingdom of God cometh not 
with observation.” Our Lord said to Nico- 
demus, that as the wind blows where it 
will and man cannot tell whence it comes 
and whither it goes, so is everyone who 
is born of the Spirit. Men may parade, 
may wave banners, may in one way or 
another call attention to their expioits, 
but God’s Spirit works without ostenta- 
tion, quietly, mysteriously.

First, that God has given to men 
sternal life; that is to say, salvation is 
possible. This salvation is not something 
wrought by man’s effort; God gave us 
eternal life. 

Second, this eternal life is in His Son. 
we must look to that Son to receive the 
gift of eternal life. God has no other 
way of imparting it. To attempt to reach 
the city of God in some other way is but 
to brand ourselves as thieves or robbers. 

Verse 12 brings these truths to the logi- 
cal conclusion: “He that hath the Son 
hath the life; he that hath not the Son 
of God hath not the life (A.S.V.).” You 
will observe that the definite article is 
used each time with the noun “life.” This 
is the eternal life spoken of in verse 11.

A recognition of 
our position before God, as well as the 
recognition of the resurrection power of 
Christ which is ours, is enough to lift us 
from the doldrums and mire of sin to 
the realization that we are truly a heav- 
enly people and ought to so live. 

A second characteristic of eternal life 
is implied in the first one, that eternal 
life is Christ’s life. Verse 4 develops this 
idea. Our Lord is here spoken of as “our 
life.” Christian living is not, therefore, 
human effort exerting itself to emulate 
the perfect life of Christ, or is it an or- 
ganization of life, though the Christian 
life will be an organized one. It is rather 
an organic relationship, the very life of 
Christ being manifested in our mortal 
bodies.

‘EBUCHADNEZZAR came against Jerusa- 
lem on three occasions. In the year 
606 B.C. he beseiged Jerusalem, and Je- 
hoiakim surrendered, evidently without 
fighting (II Kings 24:1; Dan. 1:1, 2). In 
597 B. C. he came against Jerusalem 
again, in the days of Jehoiachin (II Kings 
24:8-16). The third time was in the days 
of Zedekiah, and on this occasion the 
city was despoiled (II Kings 25:1, ff). 
Daniel as a young man was taken cap- 
tive in the first of these attacks on Jeru- 
salem and Ezekiel was taken in the sec- 
ond. Since Ezekiel began his prophetic 
ministry in 592 B. C., the earlier part of 
his ministry antedated the final fall of 
Jerusalem in 586. Thus Ezekiel had been 
ministering for twelve years when Jeru- 
salem finally fell (Ezek. 33:21).

Ezekiel was commissioned as the son 
of man to be the watchman to the house 
of Israel. Spiritually, the children of 
Israel were asleep. They needed someone 
to rouse them, and Ezekiel was given this 
ministry. 

It goes without saying that most peo- 
ple not only fail to appreciate the min- 
istry of the watchman, but actually per- 
secute him. Ezekiel’s work was a thank- 
less one in- many respects. But no man 
who has had a vision of God, and has 
been commissioned by the Ne: 
dares to turn back. 

Ezekiel’s ministry was to be a definite 
test. The question was whether the cap- 
tives would hear the Word of God, or 
whether they would forebear to hear 
(v.11). The message (vv. 18-21) was in 
two parts: first, a warning to the wicked; 
second, a warning to the righteous. 

Something of the great responsibility 
of the servant of the Lord is indicated 
in these verses. If the wicked man goes 
on unhindered in his way to perdition, 
he will of course be lost, but the man 
whose task and opportunity it was to 
Warn that wicked man bears responsi- 
bility.

First, it is difficult to condense the mes- 
sage Of a prophet like Ezekiel into one 
nesson. Ministering to a needy people, 


mzekiel brought many truths to their at- 


ention. Naturally this lesson will have 
9 be most selective. While other truths 
enunciated in this book might well be 
included in a lesson entitled “Ezekiel’s 
Message,” yet the truths selected are im- 
portant, and indeed central, in Ezekiel’s 
development of his theme, God’s message 
to Israel in that day. | 
Second, the topic does not infer that 
Eany of Ezekiel’s messages lack relevancy 
o us today. One of the great charac- 
eristics of the Bible is that though it was 
written in time, its message is timeless. 
While certain historical events date the 
pooks of scripture, the great spiritual and 
moral truths enunciated by God’s men of 
id are as applicable today as when they 
were first written. 

In considering this lesson, let us re- 
ember that Ezekiel was God’s prophet 
0 a people separated from their own 
and, a people in many ways discouraged 
pnd perplexed by events which had oc- 
urred. 


I. Personal Responsibility (18:1-4). 
Here is a superlative declaration of 
personal responsibility. God will permit 
o individual to avoid accountability by 
asuistry. The common proverb in use 
at that time put the blame for the chil- 
iren’s behavior on the examples set by 
heir fathers, the attempt of one genera- 
ion to blame its sorrows on a former 
peneration. Although we bear some re- 
sponsibility for future generations, that 
tuth by no means lessens personal re- 
sponsibility. For, says the Lord, the in- 
fividual stands or falls before Him on 
he basis of his own action. All souls are 
od’s—the soul: of the father and the 
soul of the son, and in either case, the 
fictum is, “The soul that sinneth it shall 
fie.” 
Sin is a supremely personal thing; we 
ne held personally accountable for our 
bwn sin. While it is true that physical 
leath is the result of Adam’s sin, there 
something far more than physical 
leath involved in Ezekiel 18:4, as is de- 
eloped elsewhere in the Word of God. 
The wages of sin is death, and the gift 
Mf God is eternal life through Jesus 
hrist. The contrast between death on 
he one hand, and eternal life on the 
ther hand, has to do with eternity as 
ell as time. No distorted thinking nor 
lever device of logic, no apparent or 
ubtle attempt to shift blame will be 
emitted. The statement of God stands 
all its naked simplicity—“The soul 
hat sinneth, it shall die.” 


Il. Personal Redemption (34:11-16). 
The redemption spoken of in the Word 
God is personal in two senses. First, 
he Redeemer is a person, our blessed 
rd. Second, redemption has to do with 
fn. The salvation of God is for the in- 
vidual; either the Lord saves us indi- 
idually or not at all.

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chapter,* these false shepherds are in- 
dicted by God, and an actual woe is 
pronounced upon them (v. 2). They 
sought their own security, their own 
prosperity, their own comfort; they were 
careless and indifferent, they had no 
heart for the sheep. God declares Him- 
self against these false shepherds (v. 10). 

The Lord Jehovah asserts that He 
Himself will search for His sheep, and 
will deliver them (v. 12). He brings them 
out from their enemies into their own 
land, and feeds them (vv. 13, 14). In 
tenderness He cares for the sheep, mak- 
ing sure that they-have rest (v. 15). He 
binds that which is broken. He strength- 
ens the sick, He punishes the perverse 
(v. 16). 

The day came when the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the Shepherd of the sheep came 
to seek and to save that which was lost. 
One of the most beautiful of all pictures 
of our Lord in the Word of God is that 
of the Shepherd. As the Good Shepherd 
He gave His life, as the Great Shepherd 
He cares for His sheep, as the Chief 
Shepherd He will come to take us to be 
with Himself forever. 

Our God not only tells us of our per- 
sonal responsibility, but also reminds us 
of His faithfulness. He will not stand idly 
by and leave us at the mercy of unfaith- 
ful shepherds. His own right hand, His 
own arm, will bring salvation. 


Ill. 
28). 

This passage constitutes a great peak 
in Old Testament revelation. Here all 
that is involved in the New Testament 
doctrine of regeneration is prophetically 
outlined. Undoubtedly our Lord had this 
passage of Scripture among others in 
mind when He asked Nicodemus, “Art 
thou the teacher of Israel, and under- 
standest not these things?” 

The salvation of God not only 
cleanses a man from defilement, but also 
cares for the provision of a new heart 
and spirit. Says the New Testament, 
“Put on the new man, that after God 
hath been created in righteousness and 
holiness of truth” (Eph. 4:24, R.V.). 
Again, “Put on the new man, that is 
being renewed unto knowledge after the 
image of him that created him” (Col. 
3:10). 

A new principle of life is ours by the 
regenerating work of the Holy Spirit, but 
even this provision does not complete the 
picture. There is cleansing (Ezek. 36:25) ; 
there is the new heart (v. 26); and in 
addition there is the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit (v. 27). 

How wonderful is the provision of God! 
There is the cleansing of the blood of 
Christ (I John 1:7); there is also the 
cleansing ministry of the Word of God 
(John 15:3; Eph. 5:26); there is the new 
life which is ours (Gal. 2:20; Col. 3:4); 
and then there is the tremendous truth 
of the Holy Spirit’s residence in the life 
of the believer (Rom. 8:9; I Cor. 6:19, 20). 

All of these truths—persofhal responsi- 
bility, personal redemption, and personal 
regeneration—have abundant meaning 
and application to us today. Each is not 
only basic to the gospel message of sal- 
vation, but also to the Christian ethic 
and its realization.

AST October, an unspectacular death 
L occurred in Chicago’s great Cook 
county jail. An elderly ice man, waiting 
trial for the murder of his wife, suc- 
cumbed to a heart attack. 

The day before, a strange letter had 
reached one of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute fieldmen. “This letter will introduce 
me, Sam Mirzer, the husband of the 
woman that was killed on July 12, 1947. 
I’m the man that has supplied the ice 
for your institute for quite a few years. 

“Tam an old man of 57 and my life is 
nearly gone. I appeal to you people for 
help, because I could never stand it in 
prison. I have no one else to turn to... 
Please, I’m an old man and can’t turn 
to any one but the church... .” 

And so the first thing Saturday morn- 
ing, October 25, the fieldman rushed to 
the jail. By 10:30, he and Mirzer were 


stalking eagerly of life and death, and of 


a Saviour who gives life eternal. They 
were praying. 

“There was something fine about him,” 
the fieldman told us afterward. “He 
didn’t look like a criminal, with his dark 
Armenian eyes and laborer’s hands. And 
he really accepted Christ with peace in 
his heart. He wasn’t afraid anymore.” 

Then he paused. “But I don’t think 
Sam Mirzer knew that within less than 
four hours, he would be dead.” 


It might never have happened at all 
if it hadn’t been a dark, rainy night—or 
if five-year-old Sherron hadn’t insisted 
on walking to the bus with the grownups. 
But who could have predicted the tragedy 
that would happen that night? 

It was strange, really, that no one had 
seen the open manhole at the intersec- 
tion of two Seattle streets. Neither Sher- 
ron’s father nor her aunt saw it as they 
walked comfortably along with the little 
girl between them—until suddenly she 
was gone, with only a shrill childish 
scream to tell them. Twelve feet into the 
cold rushing waters below! 

The entire city of Seattle mourned as 
firemen and police made futile attempts 
at rescue. But none were grieved as Mr. 
and Mrs. Dean Rothrock, for they had 
lost their only child. Where could they 
turn? 

They tried the church, for Sherron had 
been a trusting little Christian. The pas- 
tor talked to them of the Saviour and the 
peace He could bring, yet somehow it did 
hot seem to be the answer. And then, 
after a showing of the “God of the 
Atom” film in the church, a happy couple 
saw the light of the gospel and were led 
to the assurance that they would see 
their little girl again—in heaven. It was 
one of the most wonderful experiences 
that the M. B. I. film representative had 
ever had. :

such a way that baby will not come 
to hate the new food, but to like it 
and want more of it. This is a homely 
illustration, but the principle is the 
same—and it works. 


—_— how important 
your own attitude toward food is in 
this “new food” stage? This brings us 
to another consideration. Have you ever 
stopped to think what important people 
you and I are? We are the first to be 
honored with being shown little scrib- 
bled crayon pictures, the first sprawled 
writing, the first wavering line of fig- 
ures. We are the receivers of such rare 
gifts as flowers without stems, bits of 
bright colored egg shell, the first red 
and yellow leaves in the fall, the 
shiniest rocks to be found. 

We are the ones our children imitate. 
My little girl makes mud pies with an 
eye cocked on a storybook because she 
has watched me bake with an eye on 
the cookbook. That familiar “thump, 
thump, thump” on the stairs means 
little feet are wearing shoes far too 
big for them, as a little girl tries so 
very hard to be like mother. 

How close these first eight to ten 
years are to us, how closely our lives 
are knit with theirs! We are the domi- 
nant personalities in their lives, and 
most of their likes and dislikes are but 
imitations and reflections of our own. 
What we do, what we think, is of vital 
importance to them. Mother’s praise 
during this period is of priceless value. 

Now, if we are so important, if we 
are imitated so quickly and so precisely, 
what is our attitude toward God? These 
children of ours, who live so closely 
with us .day in and day out, will 
come to think about God as we think 
about Him, to understand Him as we 
understand Him. 

Whether we are aware of it or not, 
we are making the greatest impression 
of who and what God is like, simply 
by our lives. If we act as though we 
are afraid of God, our children will 
fear Him—and nothing more. If He is 
only law and dogma and creed to us, 
our children will react to such narrow- 
ness in their own childish way. We 
cannot nourish doubt and expect our 
children to have great faith. If we are 
a little vague—not quite sure what God 
is like—this uncertainty will make its 
own impression. 

Equally, if we have looked upon Him 
as the God of our lives, full of love 
and compassion and sympathy for our 
weakness; if we turn to Him with our 
daily problems; if we know Him as 
personal Saviour, as the Master of the 
universe, yet intimately concerned about 
us as individuals—then all the love and 
security in which we live will react 
persuasively and unforgettably upon our 
children. 

Of what good are our most heroic 
stories of faith if we meet our every-

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day problems in a faithless, frustrated 
way? We cannot teach our children to 
trust, if our lives are cluttered with 
fears and confusion, instead of grounded 
in peace and joy. A child will be far 
more impressed by prayer if he sees 
prayer as a vital part of the lives 
around him. He cannot feel the strength 
of God unless we give visible evidence 
that God is the source of our own 
strength. 

We must introduce God to our chil- 
dren in a normal, natural way, as a 
part of life, and not as some strange 
Being who is supposed to be brought 
in, ceremonially and formally, at a cer- 
tain age. It would be more accurate to 
say that He should never be “intro- 
duced” at all, for He should have been 
in the home all along, even before the 
children themselves. Thus there will 
never be a2 time when they have not 
known about Him. As they become 
aware of us as their earthly parents, 
so through us they will become aware of 
Him as their heavenly Father and ours. 

Two little girls were looking at a Bible 
storybook, beautifully illustrated by an 
artist who knew the Bible—and children. 
Picture after picture they looked at—the 
miracle of the Flood, Jacob’s dream, the 
rod becoming a snake, the fire guiding 
the Israelites by night. Finally, how- 
ever, one little girl found the parting of 
the Red Sea just too much. She asked 
her playmate, “You don’t really believe 
all this happened, do you?” 

The answer was firm, even a little in- 
dignant: “Of course it did! My mother 
reads about it every day. Her book just 
doesn’t have all these pictures.” Moth- 
er’s reading of the Bible gave it its value. 

So let’s enjoy guiding our children’s 
spiritual growth, and let us never forget 
that living is the greatest teaching. They 
will in truth seek the God of their fa- 
thers and will want to serve Him—if the 
will of God has prevailed in the lives 
around them.

OUR SINS IN HIS BODY 
(I Pet. 2:24) 


In bearing our sins certain members 
of Christ’s body were wounded—the same 
members that in every man’s body are 
the chief agents of sin before regenera- 
tion, and of righteousness after salvation. 

I. The Thorn-crowned Head. 

The head is the seat of the mind. The 
sinner’s mind is alienated from God 
(Col. 1:21), but the believer has “the 
mind of Christ” (I Cor. 2:16). Every 
thought may be brought into obedience 
to Christ (II Cor. 10:5). 

II. The Gall-bitten Tongue. 

The tongue is the agent of the heart. 
The sinner’s tongue is “an unruly evil” 
(James 3:8) that is to be brought under 
the control of God. 

III. The Spike-pierced Hands. 

The hands are the ministering agents 
of the body. The sinner’s hands devise 
evil (Acts 2:23; Luke 22:21; Mark 14:41), 
but they may be cleansed by the blood 
of Christ (James 4:8) and made strong 
to do God’s work (Job 17:9). 

IV. The Nail-pierced Feet. 

The feet are the instruments for 
mobility. The sinner’s feet “run to do 
evil” (Prov. 1:16), they wander far (Jer. 
14:10), and sink in the mire (Jer. 38:22). 
The believer’s feet are secure on the 
Rock (Ps. 40:2), stayed from wandering 
and slipping (Ps. 22:37), guided by the 
Word of God (Ps. 119:105). 

V. The Spear-riven Heart. 

The heart is the seat of emotions 
and will. The sinner’s heart is deceit- 
ful and desperately wicked (Jer. 17:9). 
The believer’s heart is purified (Ps. 
24:3-5) and made new (Ezek. 18:31). 

Thus each member of the body has 
been crucified with Christ and is to be 
consecrated to God’s service (Rom. 6:13).

Will H. Houghton, to the last, the pres- 
ence of God was in evidence. The Spirit 
came upon those who heard the Word 
with convicting power. As President Cul- 
bertson called for decisions after each 
conference period, he was given a tender- 
ness which the Lord used in bringing 
His people to public confession. Every 


‘day there was a real breaking down, as 


numbers were dealt with by the Holy 
Spirit in an altogether new and deep 
way. The slain of the Lord were many. 

To an unusual degree, the glory be- 
longed to the Lord alone. No one man 
was blessed above others in the preach- 
ing services; each speaker seemed to 
recognize that the work was not of man, 
but of God. One of God’s messengers, 
wonderfully used of the Lord in these 
meetings and elsewhere, expressed what 
was the experience of most, if not all 
of those who led the services, preached, 
or had a part in the music and singing. 
He said, “How can I speak to these 
people? I am completely broken by the 
Spirit. I have never had such an ex- 
perience in my life.” Another speaker, 
remarking that he had known deep con- 
viction with regard to personal sins of 
which he had not previously been aware, 
declared, “I would not take a million 
dollars for what God has done for me 
this week.” Other similar testimonies of 
blessing received were expressed. 

Our guests have now returned to the 
thirty-eight states from which they 
came; scores are now on their way to 
foreign countries.

ANSWERS TO PRAYER 

The petitions of believers are often 
answered on account of their intention, 
and not according to the strict letter of 
the request. The utterer of the prayer 
sought only the glory of God; but in his 
ignorance, asked for wrong things. God 
hears and answers him; but the blessing 
granted is something different from what 
the. believer expected. The case of Paul 
is a beautiful illustration of this. He 
was sorely afflicted by a “thorn in the 
flesh.” What the precise nature of the 
affliction was, we know not. Perhaps it 
was a severe malady; perhaps a beset- 
ting sin; perhaps a mortifying deformity 
of body or of character. He beseeches 
God in three earnest petitions that this 
“thorn” might depart from him. His 
prayers are heard. They are answered. 
But instead of the removal of this thorn, 
comes the cheering assurance, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee.” The Lord does not 
take away the trial, but gives him all that 
he needs to make it endurable. 

Thus the divine glory and Paul’s spir- 
itual well-being were more certainly ad- 
vanced than if the prayer had been an- 
swered strictly according to its letter.— 
Theodore L. Cuyler.

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T DAY Of Pentecost is a 
historical fact. This is beyond all ques- 
tion. Believe the baptism of fire by the 
Holy Spirit to be what you will, it is cer- 
tain that the disciples of Christ at Pen- 
tecost received such a baptism, and that 
then and there, by the organizing of the 
congregation at Jerusalem, the Christian 
Church on earth was founded. This fact 
no one will controvert. 
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of such world-wide manifestations of life 
by the Prince of Peace, as well as of un- 
heard-of miraculous operations, by means 
of which in so short a time, by a handful 
of poor Galileans, He drew the whole 
Roman empire to His banner, called into 
existence a new spiritual world, in the 
ordinances, customs, views, and ideas of 
which we all now live—will anyone still 
doubt whether this Christ be risen from 
the dead? 

Why should you not, then, at once 
doubt all history, in which—I boldly af- 
firm it—hardly anything recorded is so 
fully confirmed and verified as the fact, 
the memorial of which we celebrate at 
Easter. 

The First Epistle to the Corjnthians 
was written by Paul, the contemporary 
of Christ. What do we read in this 
epistle? Loudly and openly before all the 
world the apostle here testifies that the 
Lord Jesus Christ, after His resurrection, 
“was seen of above five hundred brethren 
at once; of whom the greater part remain 
unto this present, but some are fallen 
asleep” (15:6). Any one zealous for the 
truth, who then doubted, might have 
arrived at certainty in the shortest and 
surest way. 

But the reality of the resurrection was 
seriously called in question by scarcely 
anyone in the earliest centuries of the 
Christian epoch. On the contrary, the 
lapse of time served but to increase the 
number of adherents to the divine Prince 
of Life. 

And will you still doubt? Why then? 
Because death is death, and nobody ever 
returned from the grave. So, indeed, you 
are taught by the history of natural sci- 
ence, and hence the common saying of 
unbelievers, that the latter will in time 
entirely unhinge and displace Christi- 
anity. 

But whence do you derive authority to 
impose a limit unron the development of 
creative powers hy the Author of nature, 
saying, “Thus far shalt thou go, and no 
further,” and to regard those laws by 
which nature is now sustained as fet- 
ters by which the Creator’s hands are 
bound? Poor purblind mortals! Because 
in the present day no sinful child of 
Adam rises from the dead, do you con- 
clude that the Son of God, the Sinless 
One, could not vanquish that death 
which He incurred on our account? A 
more foolish conclusion than this I 
cannot conceive. Away with it! 

You willfully blind your eyes that you 
may not see, because you feel that to 
be consistent you must accept not only 
the resurrection of Christ, but many 
other things likewise; that you must give 
to your whole life another, a higher, and 
a more spiritual direction.

In the death of Robert A. Jaffray in a 
prison camp in the Celebes, just before the 
war’s end, Christian missions lost a valu- 
able and very colorful leader. In south 
China, Indo-China and the East Indian Is- 
lands, his forceful leadership had made it- 
self felt in the work of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance. Very much an indi- 
vidualist, he was not always an easy leader 
to follow, but he was seldom stopped by 
difficulties and he did get things done. Un- 
der his leadership-vast new fields were en- 
tered and the work expanded and pros- 
pered. 

This book is a life of Jaffray written by 
an official member of the mission board un- 
der which he served. The writer clearly has 
a great admiration for the subject of his 
biography, and is so eulogistic in his treat- 
ment of him that the book might almost be 
called a panegyric. It would doubtless have 
been better to let Jaffray stand on the un- 
varnished record of his accomplishments. 

Yet allowance can be made for the en- 
thusiasm of the biographer and the book 
deserves to be read to get the story of this 
modern missionary pioneer.

Identification: How God 
Deals with Men—in One Word

And now, by a simple act of faith—we 
could do nothing more—we are taken out 
of the grouping “in Adam,” and given 
the new grouping “in Christ.” So we are 
taught that we are justified by His blood 
—as the sufficient ground for this amaz- 
ing change of standing, and justified by 
faith—as the one simple condition for 
it (read Rom. 5:1, 9). 

Such a marvelous change sounds too 
good to be true; but it is blessedly true. 
Faith, not fancied goodness or religious 
rite, is man’s only way out. Read Ro- 
mans 4 to be confirmed in this. 

In Romans 5:12-21 we find this teach- 
ing summed up in a striking antithesis: 
sin and death are traced to one man— 
Adam; righteousness and life are traced 
to one man—Jesus Christ. Thus the rep- 
resentative principle is established. God 
knows no other way. 

My friend, He sees you today, either 
in Adam, necessarily condemned, or in 
Christ, with the “justification of life.” 

We became identified with Him in 
death and resurrection. This is the teach- 
ing we have now reached in Romans 6. 
The flesh and blood He took upon Him- 
self was our flesh and blood. The death 
He died in that flesh was our death. The 
resurrection He achieved as our repre- 
sentative was our resurrection. 

Here we are faced with the deeper 
meaning of the cross. We are spoken of 
as those who have “died to sin” (v. 2), 
not in our own person, but in the person 
of Another to whom we are so united 
that we share His death, and therefore 
His resurrection life (v. 5). “Knowing 
that our old man” (our old self, what we 
were in Adam) “was crucified with” 
Christ (v. 6). It is not that something 
happened to our sin; something hap- 
pened to us. 

Our Substitute, the One who stood for 
us, took us through the very death He 
died, a death to sin, and brought us into 
the new life He took upon Himself, a life 
unto God (v. 10). So now, like the Is- 
raelites when David championed their 
cause, risked his life for them and came 
off victorious, we are to count ourselves 
actually taken through this greatest 
transaction of history. “Likewise reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead indeed unto 
sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord” (v. 11). 

In the days of our Civil War a certain 
man was drafted, but he avoided service 
by securing a substitute. That substi- 
tute, representing him, was killed. Later 
in the war the man was drafted again; 
but he claimed exemption in that he had 
died—died in the person of his substitute. 
Our government acceded to his claim, 
acknowledging the validity of the prin- 
ciple by which we died in Christ and 
were freed from the claims of service 
under sin. 

Remember, God our Father looks upon 
His children as having died with Christ. 
He purposefully included us in that death 
as also in that resurrection. It is for us 
to see ourselves as He sees us. Count it 
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so, and we find it wondrously true. 

He becomes identified with us in living 
presence. This is Romans 8. Now that 
I am in Christ the condemnation which 
was mine in Adam is gone (v. 1), and a 
new law of life, replacing the law of 
death, “the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ”—this new control in my life has 
set me free from the old domination 
(v. 2). 

But more—Christ Himself lives in me 
(v. 10). My position in Christ results 
in my possession of Christ. This is won- 
derful! I have come into the experience 
of John 15:4: “Abide in me, and I in 
you.” Now the Holy Spirit is free to take 
over in a life of triumphant living. 

This is the high-water mark of human 
experience. And this is the focal point 
of the incarnation and the crucifixion. 
God was taking His place in the human 
race that He might find a place in my 
life. He lived in one body years ago that 
He might live in my body today, and that 
I might be able to say with Paul, “To me 
to live is—Christ.” 

Christian living, then, consists prima- 
rily in two things. 

(1) Negatively, it is a disavowing of 
the self-life which I had in Adam, as 
incapable of living to God. This is the 
discovery and failure of Romans 7 (see 
vv. 18-25). 

(2) Positively, it is a realizing of the 
indwelling presence of Christ and mo- 
mentarily drawing upon Him as the all- 
sufficient resource of the life that is mine 
in Him. This is a life of no defeat.

spend a fortnight or even a month with 
their parents by the sea. These holiday- 
making children challenged a certain Jo- 
siah Spiers almost sixty years ago, and he 
gathered a group of them around him on 
the beach of Llandudno, in order to tell 
them the story of Jesus. Many of them 
were “poor little rich children,” un- 
touched by other evangelizing agencies. 
This fact led to the vision and formation 
of the Children’s Special Service Mission, 
which through the years has organized 
beach services for boys and girls at all 
principal seaside resorts. 

For many years reaching the privileged 
children mainly, since seaside visits were 
beyond the spending-power of poorer 
families, the ministry has recently ex- 
panded. In 1947, with the introduction 
of holidays with pay for eight million 
workers. the seaside crowds have swollen 
to almost uncomfortable proportions, and 
the mission has made the most of this 
enlarged opportunity. 

The CSSM beach services are informal, 
conducted by workers chosen for their 
happy methods of presenting the gospel 
to youngsters, and many children find 
Jesus as their Saviour at these free-and- 
easy, chorus-singing, Bible-yarning 
groups. One little fellow, who professed 
conversion this summer at Bude, Corn- 
wall, was asked how he knew Jesus had 
come into his heart. He replied prompt- 
ly, “Ah, that’s a secret between Jesus 
and me!” 

Of course, beach evangelism is not the 
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monopoly of any single society. Go 
where you will around the shores of Brit- 
ain from early June until late September 
and you will be almost sure to find par- 
ties of the Lord’s people at work among 
young and old. Many a mature Chris- 
tian today looks back with gratitude to 
such a time when, with his toes dug into 
the soft, warm sand, he heard the appeal 
of the Saviour and responded. 


= THESE people are 
home from the seaside, another section 
of Britain’s city population moves coun- 
tryward. They pour out of London into 
Kent, out of Southampton into Hamp- 
shire, out of Birmingham into Worces- 
tershire—not primarily in the interests 
of pleasure, but of work, though they in- 
variably mix the two. 

These are the hoppers. (Don’t be too 
heavy with the aspirate, or they may not 
recognize the word!) An ’opping ’oliday 
is the September treat of thousands of 
men, women, and children who other- 
wise would never leave the narrow streets 
of their towns and cities. They live in 
rough-and-ready accommodations which 
the farmers provide. Although condi- 
tions have been vastly improved, even 
today one sees small shacks with no fur- 
niture but a hay bed for a whole family. 
They pick the hops from vines, which 
grow in rows, entire families working 
together, competing with one another to 
be the first to fill the bins. This con- 
tinues for days until the hops are all 
picked and on their way to the brewers 
to be made into beer. 

Again, “in season” Christian workers 
find good harvesting. They mingle with 
the hoppers, presenting the gospel as 
they work. Bin-side conversations dur- 
ing the day are followed by lantern talks 
in the open air at night, using the white 
wall of a barn for projecting the pictures 
—a primitive, but effective means of put- 
ting across the message. 

“Here comes the ‘gospel man,’” said a 
little girl, as a London City missionary 
approached the bin where her mother 
and father were picking. 

“The ‘gospel man’?” repeated her fa- 
ther. “Where’s the gospel? We can see 
the man, but where is the gospel?” 

Since the little girl had been attending 
the camp services and possessed a sweet 
little voice, the missionary answered the 
father’s question by standing the child 
on the bin and asking her to sing. 


“I know a fount where sins are washed 
away; 

I know a place where night is turned 
to day; 

Burdens are lifted, blind eyes made 
to see— 

There’s a wonder-working power in 
the blood of Calvary.” 


The solo was finished, and the child 
jumped down. 

“That is the gospel,” said the mission- 
ary, “and your little one believes it.” 
Later the parents knelt by the bin in the 
midst of their work where their spiritual 
burdens were lifted. 

Thus from the “highways and hedges” 
the Lord’s people in Britain gather fruit 
for the kingdom of God—‘“in season.”

of evangelism. The errors of the past 
must be carefully studied and avoided. 
In most cases the criticism of mass evan- 
gelism is groundless and not infrequently 
inspired by the forces of darkness, but 
we must not dismiss all of it in that 
manner. One thing is certain—any re- 
vival of large-scale evangelism that will 
bless and last must be solidly based upon 
and saturated with the Word of God. 
Salvation is wrought by the Holy Spirit 
through the Word of God. Any form of 
evangelism that does not utterly depend 
upon these divine instrumentalities is 
pure sham. 

The rising tide of evangelism is in it- 
self a form of revival. Very largely it 
has come into being in a spontaneous 
way; it has not been trumped up. It may 
be that the revival we long for will come 
on the wings of a new era of world-wide 
evangelism. The method employed is not 
the important thing. Let us thank God 
for all who are working by the Word and 
‘in the Spirit—the neighborhood visitation 
workers, the radio evangelists, the Youth 
for Christ and Child Evangelism groups, 
and those who are working among the

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masses in large city-wide campaigns. 

It has been my great privilege to direct 
the Christ for America movement from 
its inception. City after city has been 
stirred to its depths, and if nothing more 
were accomplished than to see a new 
God-consciousness develop among the 
masses, it would be worthwhile. But 
thank God for the large numbers who 
have professed the Saviour. 

The hour is late and we must accelerate 
every gospel effort. It is because of this 
that the leaders of Christ for America, 
after much prayer, and in dependence 
upon the Holy Spirit, are launching this 
year a continent-wide series of Spiritual 
Awakening Rallies in at least one hun- 
dred cities of the United States and Can- 
ada.

Cities foremost in the preparatory 
plans include Providence, R.I.; Syracuse, 
N.Y.; Muscatine, Iowa; Minneapolis, 
Minn.; Portland, Ore.; Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Akron, Ohio; Adrian and Port Hu- 
ron, Mich.; and in Canada, Montreal, 
Que.; Hamilton, Brantford, Kitchener, 
Ont.; Edmonton, Alta.; and Saskatoon, 
Sask. 

From Premier Ernest C. Manning, of 
the Provirice of Alberta (a devout Chris- 
tian) comes the following call: “I am 
particularly pleased to know that you 
hope to be able to include a number of 
leading Canadian cities among the key 
points at which Spiritual Awakening 
campaigns will be conducted. It is our 
desire to sponsor one of these rallies late 
this coming spring. Can you include 
Edmonton in your list?” Our answer is 
definitely yes, and we thank God for such 
leaders as Premier Manning. 

The spokesmen at these rallies will be 
among the nation’s strongest spiritual 
leaders, pastors, evangelists, and laymen.

This movement will be launched at 
Chicago ir. the Moody Memorial Church 
in an eight-day Spiritual Awakening 
Congress, April 4-11*. Rally speakers 
will be heard over WMBI and WDLM, 
Chicago, from 9:30 to 10:00 a.m. Tuesday 
to Friday, and 12:30 to 1:00 p.m. daily. 
The Christian Business Men’s noonday 
Loop services will be related to the cam- 
paign, and will hear Dr. John E. Zoller 
each weekday. ‘ 

National attention of believers is being 
focused on this Chicago rally, and spir- 
itual leaders from every part of the 
United States and Canada are invited to 
attend. At three o’clock each weekday 
in Moody Church, Dr. Robert C. Mc- 
Quilkin will lead a Revival Hour period, 


to be followed by an extended time for 
prayer and waiting upon God. 

In the increasing growth of evangelist 
interest and effort we have found that 
worthwhile results from city-wide cam. 
paigns can only be had where there has 
been adequate and proper preparation! 
Nothing but shallowness and futility cay 
come from hasty work where prayer anf! 
the spirit of unity among God’s people 
have been lacking. 

At Detroit, where as I write a great 
city-wide campaign supported by one 
hundred churches or more is under way, 
the preparations have been continuous 
for almost a full year. A weekly day of 
prayer at the downtown YWCA has been 
the backbone of the effort, and in addj- 
tion, many scores of other prayer groups 
gathered weekly. It takes time to amag 
the spiritual forces of any community; 
it takes time and prayer to overcome the 
prevalent spirit of indifference among] 
even fundamental Christians; it takes 
time and prayer to get pastors working 
together, and one of the major factor 
in Christ for America’s evangelistic work 
and success in so many cities has been 
the allowance of an adequate period of 
preparation. Most of our cities are like 
farms which have not been worked for 
twenty or twenty-five years. The ground 
is fallow, hard, and stony and must be 
cleared of debris, plowed and made fer- 
tile before the seed is sown and a great 
harvest reaped. 

Among the difficult problems confront- 
ing us in a Spiritual Awakening evan- 
gelistic movement is the definite draw- 
ing of lines within the professing Church, 
In Billy Sunday’s time it was possible to 
rally virtually the whole of the Protest- 
ant forces. Liberalism was not organ- 
ized as it is now, nor were so many Min- 
isterial Associations controlled by unbe- 
lieving leaders. Consequently, in order 
to have even the simulation of a city- 
wide meeting in this day, real problems 
must be overcome. 

On every hand today, especially among 
the pastors of small churches, there is a 
feeling of frustration. This is reflected 
in the pews as well, and one of the chief 
values of these Spiritual Awakening ral- 
lies is that they will overcome this spirit 
of defeat. The program will lift evan- 
gelism into the place God gives it in His 
Word. The apostle Paul’s last word to 
Timothy was: “Do the work of an evan- 
gelist.’ The Church must raise her 
sights; the gospel is still the power of 
God unto salvation to everyone who be- 
lieves.

HE Church apparently began in a 
fp iene people’s meeting. Gathered in 
an upper room and talking together 
of Jesus were young men and women 
like John, about twenty years of age, 
and others who might be expected to be 
the friends of a man who had not yet 
reached his thirties. 

As they talked together, “suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 


all the house where they were sitting.- 


And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them.” And those young people 
left that room aflame with the Spirit 
of the living God. 

That was the Church when it began. 
What is it now? 

The complexity of its problems and 
the need for mature judgment have 
increasingly tended to force responsibility 
for its affairs into older hands, and the 
real balance of influence certainly lies 
on the far side of fifty. The responsi- 
bilities of the young, therefore, are 
small. And young people may be glad 
of that. For who would want the respon- 
sibility for what the Christian testimony 
is today? 

But. responsibility and opportunity are 
very different things. Opportunities are 
created by world need, not by the 
Church organization. What the world 
needs today, desperately and urgently, is 
something only the younger generation 
can give it. 

The Church has its share of pastoral 
experience, and the careful, deliberate 
fruits which it produces. The Church 
has many men with such experience who 
use it for compromise and negotiation. 

What the Church lacks is not sagacity, 
but conviction. It does not lack the 
mature view, but the youthful passions 
of certainty and belief. 

We are face to face today with the 
question of what the Church is, and 
what its members are to be. Are we 
the Church of the living God, the Spirit- 
filled, obedient, daring group that knows 
the joy of sacrifice, the glory of a vision, 
of unflagging loyalty to Christ? Are we 
Paul’s fellow servants, Jesus’ representa- 
tives, God’s chosen people? Or are we 
a social club, with our hope behind us 
instead of ahead of us? Have we a real 
message for men, or are we just kidding 
ourselves? 

Do we know what we believe? Is the 
Word of God our final answer, or does 
it just help us to find the answer to the 
vital mafters of our lives? Do we believe 
men are lost and going to hell, or only 
that of all the ways of men our way 
is best? Are we living to save men’s 
souls, or to entertain them and make 
them happy? 

These are fundamental questions. They 
underlie the destiny of the Church in 
the days ahead. The great need of the 
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day is a voice that is true and authori- 
tative. The world is tired of propaganda, 
of plans, of cure-alls. Men are longing 
for reality. For every problem there are 
a hundred answers. Statesmen wrangle, 
philosophers squabble, preachers quibble. 

Division and hate are rampant in the 
world. But there is in the Bible one 
unfailing mark by which members of 
the Church of Jesus Christ are to be 
known: “By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to the other.” In I Corinthians 13 
we are told what this love is to be like. 

“Love suffereth long, and is kind; love 
envieth not; love vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up, doth not behave itself 
unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the truth; beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. Love never faileth.” 


Men are longing for love, for the regi 
thing. By and’ large it would neve 
occur to the man of the world that th 
Church is the love of God made know, 
When he looks at the Church what dog 
he see? Book reviews, great edifites 
cold-hearted people. He goes into , 
church service a stranger and walk; 
out a stranger. 

Christians today seem to have the 
idea that their difference from the work 
is to consist in refraining from certain 
specified amusements, or in regularity at 
services, or in knowing the Bible better 
than others. They seem to think its 
what they do that is to make then 
different, not what they are. 

But true followers of Christ will be 
different, and then what they do will 
be consistent with their character. Then 
at last the world with see reality. 

Christians now past middle life have 
had their turn. The world knows what 
message they brought, and their genera- 
tion is largely unreached and untouched, 
The real opportunity lies now with youth, 
Theirs is the challenge to manifest the 
love and truth of God. 

The responsibility for what is past 
rests on the older group; for young 
people there is great opportunity ahead.

Chuck Schoenherr crossed the goal nineteen times 
last season to lead the nation—but there are things 


that interest him more than football 


FEw hours after his name had been 

headlined across the sport pages of 
the nation’s newspapers as first-string 
fullback on the mythical All-Midwestern 
football team along with Johnny Lujack 
of Notre Dame, “Bumps” Elliot and Bob 
Chappuis of the University of Michigan, 
Chuck Schoenhertr was congratulated by 
his coach. 

“Aw, shucks, they shouldn’t have done 
that,” he muttered and blushed. 

Such modesty, not always so evident 
in football players, is nonetheless one of 
the chief characteristics of Charles W. 
Schoenherr (pronounced Shane-hair), 
who, during the football season last year, 
tied for top honors as the nation’s high- 
est scorer. In addition to his position on 
the All-Midwestern team, he was named 
fullback on the All-Illinois Conference 
team, and given honorable mention on 
the Little All-American. To top off the 
season, he was selected by his teammates 
as the most valuable player on his 
Wheaton College (Illinois) team and 
elected co-captain for next season. 

Schoenherr’s prowess in football, how- 
ever, involves a number of paradoxes. In 
the first place, according to his own 
admission, he would rather play basket- 
ball than football. In the second place, 
whereas the majority of gridiron heroes

spend most of their time away from the 
football field talking and thinking little 
else but football, Chuck Schoenherr 
spends a good share of his free time 
working with kids—testifying for Christ 
in Young Life Clubs and Youth for 
Christ meetings. 

His ability to bring the crowds to its 
feet with an off-tackle slant may be one 
thing. But his extracurricular campus 
activities are another thing—and a lot 
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dearer to his heart. For one thing, 
Schoenherr has surrendered his “life to 
the Lord. He received his religious back- 
ground at home, where devout parents 
made family Bible reading and prayer, 
as well as church and Sunday school at- 
tendance, as much a part of life as daily 
meals. Schoenherr feels this is the big- 
gest asset any fellow can have. He also 
believes that anyone who has trusted the 
Lord is not doing right by Him unless 
he tells others about this life which 
really counts. 

Despite his preoccupation with extra- 
curricular activities other than football, 
however, Schoenherr’s record toting the 
pigskin is remarkable in any conference. 

In a nine-game season, he scored nine- 
teen touchdowns and one.extra point for 
a total of 115 points—a record finally 
equalled in the last game of the season 
by a West Coast halfback. Schoenherr 
carried the ball 883 yards from scrim- 
mage in 148 tries for an average of nearly 
six yards per try. Although this is a 
good figure as it stands, it appears bet- 
ter when you realize that he often car- 
ried the ball more times in one game than 
some backs would during the entire sea- 
son. His average, therefore, suffered. 
The record becomes even more impres- 
sive when you note that he covered more 
than twenty yards on each of eleven 
different runs. In addition to this, his 
coaches consider Schoenherr a work- 
horse back. He plays as hard a defen- 
sive game as he does offensive. 

Twenty-two-year-old Schoenherr is a 
mild appearing, nice looking boy who, in 
street clothes, you would hardly recognize 
as a football player. He has blonde hair 
and dark blue eyes. His 180 pounds are 
packed hard on his five-foot eleven-inch 





frame, which he carries so well you 
would guess him to weigh thirty pounds 
less. 

On the gridiron he is something dif- 
ferent. Many experts have attempted to 
analyze the secret of his ball-toting skill. 
Although not particularly fast, he has 
covered a lot of chalk stripes on his way 
to touchdowns. Some claim: his success 
lies in the fact that he follows his in- 
terference well and that he is able to 
use it to the best advantage. The fact 
that he does both is, no doubt, true. 
Others claim that it is his unique sense 
of timing that enables him to slip by 
opposing tacklers. This also is probably 
indisputable. 

Still there are many other ball car- 
riers who possess these abilities, but who 
have a less impressive record. It may 
be that the hunch of George Olson, 
Wheaton’s line coach, comes closest to 
the truth. His theory is that Schoen- 
herr has the unique ability to swing his 
hip at the right time. Consciously or 
unconsciously, Schoenherr guesses the 
second before his tackler dives at his 
legs just what he is going to do. In that 
split second, Schoenherr throws his hip 
into the tackler, upsetting him. By the 
time the would-be tackler comes to, 
Schoenherr is another ten or fifteen 
yards down the field. 

It was this ability which brought the 
stands to their feet in one of Schoen- 
herr’s more dramatic runs last season. 
With the ball on Wheaton’s 30-yard line, 
Schoenherr stood deep in his own terri- 
tory. It was third down with five yards 
to go, and Schoenherr was in kick for- 
mation. 

Taking the ball in his stride, he faked 
a kick, lowered his head, and plunged 
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Chuck Schoenherr ang his fiancée, Peggy Landon, daughter of former 
missionary Margaret Landon, who wrote Auna and the King of Siam. 


for the center of the line. The first 
tackler slid off as he hit the line of 
scrimmage. He eluded another lineman, 
and timing it just right crashed his hip 
into a third, shaking himself free. By 
this time he was well into the secondary 
defense. His blockers took care of one 
. Opposing halfback. He slowed up and 
swung his hip into the other. He was in 
the clear now except for the safety. 

The fact that finally he was tackled 
on the three-yard line is evidence only 
that his teammates were unable to cut 
down the one fleet opposing tackler who 
pulled him down from behind. 

Curiously enough, Chuck Schoenherr’s 
football career actually began before he 
was born. This might be considered to 
be another paradox, or simply the fore- 
sight of his father, for when Louis 
Schoenherr was a young boy he wanted 
desperately to play. A physical handi- 
cap barred him. As a result, he fol- 
lowed his school team wherever it went, 
cheering from the sidelines. At night he 
would pray that if God allowed him to 
have a family he would have a boy who 
would become an athlete. 

The elder Schoenherr may not have 
realized that his prayer was about to be 
realized when his second son was born 
in 1925; but by the time young Chuck 
had reached high school, all he had to 
do to verify the fact was to consult his 
local Racine, Wis., newspapers where his 
son was headlined as one of the state’s 
top high school athletes. 

Chuck Schoenherr played football and 
basketball in high school. When he first 
went out for football, the coach put him 
in at guard, starting his best friend at 
fullback. For tinree weeks Chuck pes- 
tered the coach to give him a chance in 
the back field with his buddy. All to no 
avail. Finally in the face of the per- 
sistence of the tow-haired youngster, the 
coach gave him a chance. He ran wild. 
From that time on he was in, and went 
on to gain recognition as all-conference 
fullback in his senior year. 

Even now Schoenherr shyly admits 
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He 


that he likes basketball better. 
proved it in his high school days by 
playing Varsity ball his junior and sen- 
ior years—coming through with an All- 
State rating as guard in his senior year, 
when his team won the state champion- 
ship. 

Before his senior year in high school 
was over, Schoenherr had been spotted 
by the university scouts. Penn State, 
Holy Cross and the University of Mary- 
land made strong bids. He landed at the 
University of Maryland in the fall of 
1943. In the first four games of the sea- 
son, Schoenherr and his team won three. 
Transferring to the University of Wis- 
consin, he wound up the season as the 
Badgers’ hard-plunging fullback. 

Schoenherr enlisted in the Marines 
early the next year, and while stationed 
at Hawaii, got in some helpful football, 
playing with Stan Dubicki, a Purdue 
halfback of 1943; Bill Barker, another 
back from William and Mary; Ernie 
Lyons, who later starred for Brown Uni- 
versity; and Bob Buehl, now with the 
Chicago Bears. While he was in the 
Marines, Schoenherr first began to ap- 
preciate the Christian home training that 
had been his. Up to this time, his life 
ambition had beeneto become a coach; 
now he wasn’t so sure. 

Mustered out of service late in the 
spring of 1946, he finally landed at 
Wheaton. There he discovered his first 
problem was to get straightened out 
spiritually. 

“Everybody was good to me,” he says. 
“The coaches and fellows on the team 
were especiallf helpful in getting me 
orientated to the civilian life and to the 
place where I could see that the only 
thing worth tying to is a faith in Jesus 
Christ.” 

His first year at Wheaton he twisted 
his knee, and the doctor predicted he 
would not play for six weeks. But 
Schoenherr was determined. Steadily 
and persistently he worked, after the 
other fellows left the field, doing an 
extra two laps around the track, care- 


fully exercising his kneé. By the end of 
the season he was pretty well ‘back jp 
stride. 

Not until this fall, however, iq 
Schoenherr show the form which lande 
him on the top in the fall football lineup, 
Early in the year his outstanding de. 
fensive game was so brilliant that his 
ability at ball carrying was often over. 
looked. Always quick to sense the 4j. 
rection of the opposing play, Schoenherr 
was usually at the bottom of the pile to 
break up enemy drives. But when the 
mid-season report by Associated Press 
listed Schoenherr as one of the top. 
ranking scorers for the nation, eyebrows 
began to raise. Was it possible that 
little college like Wheaton, with no more 
than 1,500 students and a definite Chris. 
tian background, could breed an honest- 
to-goodness football player? The critics 
didn’t think so. But they didn’t know 
Chuck Schoenherr. 

By mid November it was clear that 
Schoenherr was ahead of the pack in the 
scoring race. Then in his last game of 
the season against a powerful Lake For- 
est College team, he made sure that no 
one would top his record, by scoring five 
touchdowns. 

Yet curiously, in his modest way, it 
was in this game that Chuck no doubt 
forfeited his own chances for undisputed 
scoring honors, which he now holds 
jointly with Darwin Horn, a halfback at 
Pepperdine College in California. It was 
the last quarter, and with Wheaton well 
in the lead, Schoenherr was relaxing on 
the bench. But when his team had 
pushed the ball down to the enemy 30- 
yard line, the stands began to chant, 
“We want Schoenherr.” Realizing this 
was a good chance for his fullback to 
clinch first place in the scoring race, 
Coach Chrouser motioned Schoenherr 
over to the bench. “How about going in 
and taking over for another touchdown?” 

“T will if you want me to, Coach, but 
the boys have worked hard. I would 
rather see them get the chance,” he 
replied—and didn’t go in. 

Today Chuck Schoenherr is principally 
employed absorbing the pre-dental edu- 
cation which will help him become a 
successful dentist, and at the same time 
give him the opportunity to show his 
patients how they can balance their lives 
by faith in God. 

“I thought about a good many ca- 
reers,” explains Schoenherr, “but den- 
tistry appealed to me as being the best 
one where I have contact with people. 
I have considered the mission field too, 
but I don’t believe the Lord is calling me 
there yet.” 

On the campus he is considered by 
classmates as one of the most modest, 
quiet, almost bashful sophomores to walk 
the cloistered halls of old Blanchard 
Hall. A hard-working student with me- 
dium grades, he spends a good bit of 
time with his books. In his Bible class 
appearances and Youth for Christ meet- 
ings, his companion often is the famous 
track star and Wheaton track coach, Gil 
Dodds, holder of the world’s record for 
the indoor mile. 

Meanwhile, Schoenherr has another 
year of football yet to play. His coach 
has been working with him on his kick- 
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ing and passing. With these two talents 
sharpened and with his running game 
at the same par as last season, Chrouser 
predicts Chuck Schoenherr will be one 
of the top backfield men in the country 
come next fall. 

Chuck himself takes another view. 
“Football is all right and I like to play. 
But there are things more important to 
me than football. One of them is what 
1 do with my life for the Lord. Above 
everything else, I want to follow the 
Lord’s leading. I am preparing for den- 
tistry, but if the Lord can use my foot- 
ball ability to His glory, then I will play 
as good a game of football as I can on the 
way to that career.”

What Is a Christian

SK ten people that question, and 
you'll probably get ten different an- 
swers.

But “as many as 
received him [Jesus Christ], to them 
gave he power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on his 
name” (John 1:12). The new birth 
makes us members of God’s family, so 
that we can rightfully use the family 
name and call ourselves Christian. This 
talk about our all being the sons of God 
naturally is just so much hogwash. It 
isn’t anywhere in the Bible, and all of 
us know perfectly well it isn’t true. 

Nor can we become Christians by try- 
ing to look and act like Christians,—any 
more than you could become a member 
of some human family by trying to be 
like them,—by dressing like them, acting 
like them, and speaking like them. We 
all know that the only way to get into 
a family is to be born into it. 

We all need to be born again into God’s 
family—that’s what salvation is. Let’s 
change the original question to, “Are 
you a Christian?” Have you been using 
the name when you had no right to, or 
do you belong to Jesus Christ?

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HEN I first heard the name of 

Charles Wellborn—more than 
eighteen months ago—it stood for self- 
centered brilliance and rapierlike cyni- 
cism.

The Sunday of the broadcast I was 
asked to wait for him, since he was late 
and the others had to go on to the studio. 
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I wasn’t happy about 
the assignment, and 
when a slim, intel- 
lectual-looking young 
man strolled up, it 
took courage to ask 
if he was Charles Wellborn. Making 
conversation with him was a bit difficult, 
but on the whole he was rather pleasant. 

The Youth Revival services which 
started that Monday night included two 
testimonies each evening. Thursday 
night, being toward the rear of the large 
crowd, I didn’t catch the name of the 
person introduced. I was_ therefore 
amazed, as were all-his student acquaint- 
ances, to see it was Charles Wellborn. 

Although he had been a _ national 
debate champion, he declared, “This is 
the hardest thing I have ever done. If 
someone had told me only last week I 
would be up here tonight, I would either 
have knocked him down or called him 
several kinds of a liar.” 

Coming to Baylor from Gladewater, an 
east Texas oil town, he had completed 
more than three years’ work before being 
called into service. A major in speech 
and political science, he won a national 
debate championship three times. But 
in spite of a Christian home and a 
Christian college, he had become an 
agnostic. His success in debating and 
his confidence in his own brilliant mind 
gave him complete self-satisfaction. As 
far as he was concerned, only tangible 
things existed. He was unable to believe 
in a God he could not grasp with his 
intellect. 

When the army interrupted his edu- 
cation, he was assigned to a ski-troop 
division. After gruelling training, he went 
overseas, and finally to Italy. Even in 
battle, he depended on his own quick 
mind and well-disciplined body. If a 
bullet came along with his name on 
it—that was all. 

Throughout his training and action 
he had a buddy with real Christian 
faith. Charles resisted his friend’s tes- 
timony—alive. But one night as they 
lay in their bunks only a few feet apart, 
recovering from combat fatigue in a 
rest camp behind the lines, a single 
German plane passed over the camp. 
His friend was killed instantly in his 
bunk. That brought a big question into 
Charles’ life: Why should his friend, 
a Christian, have been taken, and he, a 
scoffer, left? It was the opening battle 
in his final siege with the God of mercy. 

In 1945 Charles came back to Baylor 
to finish his degree and start graduate 
work in political science. His brilliant 
record and his speaking ability quickly 
secured him a graduate fellowship in 
teaching. That fall in a chapel program 
he heard a fellow student give a testi- 
mony that impressed him more than 
any sermon. And the following April 
he began, unsuspectingly, to announce 
for our’ Youth Revival broadcasts. 

After the first Monday night service, 
he accompanied the young preachers to 
the radio station. Following the broad- 
cast they invited him to go along with 
them—that was how he found himself 
in his first prayer meeting. Not wishing 
to seem unco-operative, he knelt by his 
chair also and bowed his head in_his 


hands. He found himself remembering 
his buddy, remembering the testimony 
in chapel. He was impressed with the 
sincerity and happiness of the Christian 
students he had become associated with 
in the revival. For the first time he felt 
himself an outsider, a misfit, and, yes, 
a sinner, if they were right and he wag 
wrong. 

He lifted up his heart in sincere prayer: 
“God, if You be God, show Yourself to 
me and let me know You too.” Then he 
felt that Christ walked in through the 
closed door and came over to him, put- 
ting His nail-scarred hand on his shoul- 
der and saying, “Here I am, son.” As 
his heart acknowledged and his will sur- 
rendered, the Master claimed him: “Your 
doubting is over and you are Mine now.” 

After giving his public testimony that 
Thursday, he realized he must also live 
it on the campus and in his classrooms 
every day. 

Fortunately, his new friends were con- 
secrated young people on the campus 
who were eager to help him in every way 
possible. His new life was bathed hy 
their prayers, fed by their help in Bible 
study, and surrounded by their Christian 
fellowship: But it wasn’t easy. As he 
did his best to control his quick temper, 
his students tried it to the utmost. One 
day he dismissed a class very early to 
keep from showing his anger. 

At the close of the school year, Charles 
also gave his testimony at the Southwide 
Baptist Student Assembly at Ridgecrest, 
N.C. And the rest of that summer he 
took active part in Youth Revivals 
all over the state, using his valuable 
radio experience in advertising the cam- 
paigns. He gained much experience in 
soul-winning, testifying, and very shortly 
in preaching. In fact, his intelligence and 
ability made him so popular as a preacher’ 
that pressure came from every side influ- 
encing him to enter the ministry. But 
he believed that the Lord needed Chris- 
tians in politics and law also, and con- 
tinued to be a lay preacher until he was 
sure that God was calling him to the 
ministry. His brilliant reasonableness 
and earnest personal testimony has 
reached people that other preachers 
with different gifts could not touch 
for Christ. 

His inquiring mind transferred §itself 
to the study of the Bible, and the 
revolution in his character was quickly 
noticeable. His former self-esteem was 
transformed into becoming humility, his 
sharpness into Christian graciousness. 

It is commonly said that if the 
only result of the Youth Revival move- 
ment were the conversion of Charles 
Wellborn, it would have been worth- 
while. In many ways he is the epitome 
of the movement, in its intellectual 
level, its heartfelt sincerity, and _ its 
spiritual power that revolutionized the 
lives of self-seeking young people. 

In the fall of 1947 he was chosen 
to preach the Sunday morning sermon 
at the Baptist Student Convention of 
Texas, an invitation usually given to a 
prominent adult leader or preacher. In 
January he started seminary, preparing 
to use the talent that made him a‘ 
champion in the sécular world, for 
Christ’s kingdom.
